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Island fire 

stubborn, 

spreading 

High temperatures, low humidity, and strong winds 
continued to give B.C. firefighters trouble Wednesday 
as they continued their battle against the elements in 
the most expensive fire-protection year on record. 

The weather and fire haz¬ 
ard has idled about 10.000 
forest workers, while another 


2.200 are fighting the blazes, 
with the cost of the effort 
approaching an estimated $9 
million. 

1 Three air tankers, a heli¬ 
copter and about 40 men were 
battling late Wednesday to 
contain a stubborn and fast¬ 
spreading forest fire some 12 
kilometres north of Jordan 
River. 

A forest service spokes¬ 
man said the blaze was only 
about a half acre in size when 
discovered Tueday but had 
spread through about 12 
acres by Wednesday night. 
Fanned by winds, it was 
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burning along a ridge of vir- 
tffn timber about half a mile 
west of the Diversion Reser¬ 
voir. 

By sundown clouds of 
smoke were drifting over the 
Malahat, a development that 
brought numerous phone 
calls to police within Greater 
Victoria. 

The forest service believes 
the fire was started by light¬ 
ning last week but that it 
took some time to develop. It 
was the major blaze Wednes¬ 
day on the southern part of 
Vancouver Island, although 
forest rangers say there have 
been as many as 56 since the 
woods became tinder dry in 
the prolonged hot spell. 

A forest service spokesman 
said there was no immediate 
thought of closing Island 
forests to the public, although 
travellers were being advised 
to stay out of the heavy 
growth. 

Where parks are con¬ 
cerned. there have been par¬ 
tial and complete closures. 
The spokesman said it was 
interesting to note there had 
been no new fires in East 
Sooke Park since it was 
closed to the public several 
days ago. 

The holiday weekend alone 
resulted in 527 new fires re¬ 
ported. although most were 
extinguished quickly 

Most regions of B.C. have 
received less rainfall this 
year than experienced during 
some of B.C.’s worst fire 
years, in 1958. 1961 and 1971. 
the forest ministry said. Dur¬ 
ing those years the January- 
July precipitation totals for 
major Interior centres 
amounted to 2.400 mm. in 
1961. 2,300 in 1971. and 2.000 in 
1958. This year, the total is 
less than 1,800 mm. 

The Kamloops district, 
with 180 fires burning Tues¬ 
day. has been one of the har 
dest hit areas in B.C., with no 
rain since July 16. although 
none of the fires threatened 
populated areas. More light¬ 
ning storms are forecast for 
I he district 

"W'e’ve just about reached 
the limits in that area. Every¬ 
one is already working flat 
out on the fires that started 
on the weekend,” Russ 
Campbell of the forest pro¬ 
tection division, said Wednes¬ 
day. 

The 597 fires still burning 
Tuesday indicate that "we’re 
hanging on." Campbell said. 
The total the previous day 
was 602, and the day before 
that 714. About 50 new fires 
had been spotted on Wednes¬ 
day. Campbell said, but more 
had been put out. 

Rainfall on the north coast 
had significantly aided fire¬ 
fighting efforts there, Camp¬ 
bell said. A 7.000-acre blaze in 
the Kitimat area was 
thoroughly doused by more 
than 70 millimetres of rain on

U.S. balloonists 
to try Atlantic 


PRESQUE ISLE. Me. (AP) 
— With Hurricane Cora pro¬ 
viding the push, three New 
Mexicans hope to begin the 
fijst successful transatlantic 
balloon voyage Friday. 

Ben Abruzzo, Maxie An¬ 
derson and Larry Newman— 
calling their balloon the Dou¬ 
ble Eagle Two—went into 
their 72-hour, pre-launch 
alert Wednesday. 

A Friday launch looked 
possible because Hurricane 
Cora was forcing weather 
patterns north, which is the 
direction the balloonists want 
to take, Abruzzo said. 

Abruzzo and ^nderson at¬ 
tempted the crossing in Dou¬ 
ble Eagle One last year, 
which lifted off from Marsh¬ 
field, Mass., and came down 
ahead of schedule, just off the 
coast of Iceland. 

Their balloon is 60 per cent 
larger this year and Abruzzo 
says he feels "10 times more 
confident.” 


Last year their balloon 
passed over Presque Isle, so 
this year they plan to skip the 
Marshfield to Presque Isle 
leg and leave from near the 
Canadian border. 

Rising to 4.000 feet the first 
night, the balloonists then 
plan to go up to about 12.000 
feet the next day. Wearing 
oxygen masks once they go 
above 13.000 feet, they may 
go as high as 20,000 feet. 

Their planned route takes 
them over Newfoundland, 
which was the launch site for 
two British balloonists who 
came within 185 kilometres of 
the French coast two weeks 
ago.^ 

Newman. 31. has said he 
will have a specially-de¬ 
signed hang glider suspended 
beneath the balloon's gondola 
and w III glide down once they 
reach land, about 5.120 kilo¬ 
metres (3.200 miles) from the 
launch site.

anger, skepticism and disbe¬ 
lief to new federal proposals 
to claim the country's under¬ 
lying constitutional law from 
Britain with a formula for 
changing it at home. 

“Unusually arrogant.” 
stormed Newfoundland Pre¬ 
mier Frank Moores as he and 
the other nine premiers re¬ 
sumed their own constitu¬ 
tional talks here during the 
19th annual meeting of pro¬ 
vincial leaders. 

‘‘They’re trying to make 
headlines," added Quebec 
Premier Rene Levesque. 

The federal government 
had missed yet another "gol¬ 
den opportunity’’ to consult 
the provinces before moving 
on an issue of joint concern, 
said host premier Allan Bla¬ 
keney of Saskatchewan. 

The premiers learned of 
the federal proposal- an¬ 
nounced by Otto Lang in Ot¬ 
tawa shortly after the trans¬ 
port minister was given 
added cabinet responsibility 
for justice- from reporters as 
the leaders returned from 
lunch during the first day of 
closed meetings here 

Premier Richard Hatfield 
of New Brunswick called 
ling's proposals for consti¬ 
tutional plebiscites "totally 
and completely foreign and 
incompatible with the Cana 
dian parliamentary sys¬ 
tem." 

Premier Sterling Lyon of 
Manitoba echoed the theme. 

Premier Gerald Regan of

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Latest Gallup Poll 
may mean election 


OTTAWA (CP) — The pos 
sibility of a fall election was 
refuelled Wednesday by the 
publication of a Gallup Poll 
showing the Liberals leading 
the Progressive Conserva¬ 
tives by eight percentage 
points. 

"I would feel comfortable 
w ith an eight-point lead going 
into an election,” Senator 
Alesdair Graham. Liberal 
party president, said in a 
telephone interview. 

Immediately prior to the 
1974 general election, the 
Conservatives trailed in pub¬ 
lic opinion polls by eight per¬ 
centage points and the Liber¬ 
als won a handy majority of 
seats. 

Wednesday's poll, which 
was taken in July, shows that 
among decided voters Liber¬ 
al support dropped to 42 per¬ 
centage points from 43 points 
the previous month and the 
Conservatives dropped three 
percentage points to 34. 

The New Democratic Partv 


increased three points to 19 
and the undecided number of 
voters dropped one point to 

31. 

A spokesman for NDP 
Leader Ed Broadbent said: 
“We re obviously pleased 
with the results." 

The larger support for the 
NDP likely would not be 
translated into more seats 
because the increase is 
spread thinly throughout the 

country. 

Conservative Leader Joe 
Clark, during a visit to Kit¬ 
chener. Ont.. said he hopes 
the poll will encourage the 
Liberals to call an election. 

Senator Graham said the 
Liberals are ready for an 
election at any time but must 
await the nod of Prime Min¬ 
ister Trudeau. 

Trudeau said last week he 
has no plans to call an elec¬ 
tion “at this time." 

However. Herb Gray, Lib¬ 
eral MP for Windsor West 
and a former consumer and 


corporate affairs minister, 
said he expects Trudeau w ill 
call an election for late Octo¬ 
ber or early November. t 

Gray described the eight 
point difference between the 
Liberal and Conservative 
support as healthy but not 
encouraging. The Liberals 
had dropped one percentage 
point and he would prefer to 
see the party enter a cam 
paign on an upward swing.

The British government 
has received a distress call 
from a Victoria resident on 
behalf of the more than 22,000 
British immigrants living in 
Canada. 

Ex-squadron leader Wil¬ 
liam Stringer, 69, of 500 Whi- 
‘teside. travelled to England 
recently to present a pension 
ers’ petition to Eric Deakins, 
junior social security minis¬ 
ter, asking that increases in 
the British pension be paid 
automatically to pensioners 
living in Canada, as they are 
to about 64,000 other expatri¬ 


ate British pensioners resi¬ 
dent elsewhere. 

“Our old folks have been 
marooned in Canada by soar¬ 
ing inflation and reciprocal 
pension payments are not 
made because of the difficul¬ 
ties in matching the British 
and Canadian social security 
system. At present, some 
British old folk are getting by 
on a mere pittance," Stringer 
said. 

Yet Britain maintains a 
“welfare balance of pay¬ 
ments” with 20 other coun¬ 
tries, including Spain and 
Yugoslavia, which means 
that Britons living abroad in

The beach is his office 


CHICAGO (AP)—Near the waves lapping the beach. 
Richard Deal spreads a blanket, plugs in his electronic 
equipment and—adorned in swimming trunks—opens his 
under-the-sun commodity exchange "office." 

He is 50 metres from his North Side highrise apart 
ment overlooking Lake Michigan. 

An extension cord provides power for a television set and 
a video terminal that catches signals from a special anten¬ 
na and flashes up-to-the-second commodity prices from 
the Chicago Mercantile Exchange and Board of Trade. 

Deal. 48, seemingly serene behind sunglasses, has two 
telephones at his side for constant contact with his broker 
from the opening of trade at 8:40 a m. until the board 
closes at 1:25 p.m. Then he takes a walk and a swim in 
the lake, and perhaps plays a round of golf. 

"This is the life,” says Deal. "It’s really a rehabili¬ 
tation program. In December. I had three heart attacks 


one right after the other and was given only a 20 per cent 
chance of making it. Being on the beach may not be as ef¬ 
fective as being in the pit. but it’s a lot easier than getting in 
the car and driving to the exchange.” 

He said his Ideal Personnel Recruitment System is now 
operated by his wife, Mary Lou. 32, while he does his 
commodity trading. 

"I started fooling around with commodities during the 
winter while I was recuperating," he said. “I deal pri¬ 
marily in silver. Tuesday was one of my best days. I made a 
cool $1,000 in the hot sun. If I can make $200 a day. I’m 
tickled to death. If the weather is bad. I just slay in my 
apartment and conduct business there. 

"If I don’t feel good now. I never will. This beach office 
thing is Just super. When winter comes, 1 think I’ll go to 
Florida and set up the same thing.” 


U.S.-Soviet firm 
set up for fish 


SEATTLE (AP)—A joint¬ 
ly owned United States-Soviei 
Union fishing company plans 
to begin harvesting hake 
Sept. 1 in waters off the 
Washington and Oregon 
coasts after receiving U.S. 
state department approval. 

The department approved 
permits allowing Marine Re 
sources Inc. to catch and pro¬ 
cess up to 7.500 tons of hake 
through Nov. 1. The com¬ 
pany’s headquarters are in 
Seattle, with an office in Vla¬ 
divostok. 

Half of the stock is held by 
Sobryvflot. the Russian gov¬ 
ernment agency responsible 


for international fisheries. 
The other half Is held by the 
Bellingham Cold Storage Co. 

Under the joint venture.. 
U.S. fishermen will catch 
hake and deliver it to Soviet 
processing vessels, with the 
final product to be delivered 
to Vladivostok. 

The state department and 
the U.S. fisheries service ap 
proved the permit under leg 
islation passed by Congress 
last week. 

The measure permits for 
eign processors to handle any 
fish taken within the 200-mile

cial governments. 

Under his proposal, the 
constitution could be amend¬ 
ed by Parliament with the 
unanimous consent of the 
provinces or else with the 
approval of majorities in 
each region of the country in 
a plebiscite. 

The Lang proposal differs 
from the four possible formu¬ 
las presented in a study titled 
The Canadian Constitution 
and Constitutional Amend¬ 
ment issued Tuesday by 
Marc Lalonde, minister for 
federal-provincial relations. 

The Lalonde study details 
possibilities, including a 1964 
proposal requiring consent 
by Parliament and seven 
provincial legislatures for a 
major amendment. It also 
says the exclusive use of 
plebiscites, bypassing legis¬ 
latures, is a possibility. 

Also listed was a 1971 idea 
requiring legislative approv 
a 1 by Ontario, Quebec, two 
Atlantic and two Western 
provinces. Another sugges¬ 
tion in the Lalonde study 
would provide for a plebiscite 
in any single region where 
legislative approval had been 
withheld while the other 
three regions approved the 
amendment. 

As described by Lang, his 
proposal constitutes a fifth 
plan. He did not mention La- 
londe’s study. 

He said he will put this 
proposal before the provinces 
shortly. The 10 provincial 
premiers are meeting this 
week in Saskatchewan 

Lang, who retains his 
transport portfolio, said the 
constitution will be his prior¬ 
ity as justice minister. 

At present, the constitu¬ 
tional British North America 
Act is a statute of Britain that 
requires amendment by the 
British Parliament at Can¬ 
ada's request when substan 
tial changes are involved. 

Past changes that affected 
both federal and provincial 
powers have been carried out 
with federal-provincial 
agreement. But politicians 
have tried in vain for 50 years 
to agree on a permanent 
amending system that would 
effectively make the consti¬ 
tution a fully Canadian stat¬ 
ute. 

Trudeau ,^nd the 10 pre¬ 
miers almoafrTeadifNXggm* 
ment On an amending formu 
la at a conference seven 
years ago in Victoria. That 
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formula would have required 
agreement for substantial 
amendments by the Senate 
and the Commons and the 
legislatures of at least six 
provinces, including Quebec, 
Ontario, at least two of the 
four Atlantic provinces and 
any two of the four Western 
provinces. 

But in 1976, both premiers 
William Bennett of British 
Columbia and Peter Lough- 
eed of Alberta said each of 
their provinces, as well as 
Ontario and Quebec, should 
also have effective veto 
power over any major consti¬ 
tutional change affecting the 
provinces. 

Lang's proposal would pro¬ 
vide for a direct appeal to the 
people in a plebiscite in the 
absence of unanimous fed¬ 
eral-provincial agreement on 
major constitutional change. 

In addition, he said, the 
power of the Senate to block a 
proposed amendment should 
be reduced to delaying 
power. 

Parliament could then 
amend the Canadian consti¬ 
tution “either with the con¬ 
sent of all 10 provinces or, as 
an alternative, with the ap¬ 
proval in a plebiscite of a 
majority voting in each of the 
regions of the country.” 

He did not define the re¬ 
gions, but the standard fed¬ 
eral view is that there are 
four—Atlantic, Quebec, On¬ 
tario and the West. That 
would mean that a majority 
of voters in any one of the 
regions could block a consti¬ 
tutional amendment. 

As the new justice minis¬ 
ter, Lang takes over respon¬ 
sibility for two bills proposing 
major Criminal Code 
changes affecting rape and 
pornography. They were in¬ 
troduced in May, by Bas- 
ford. 

As transport minister, he 
has been grappling with 
major policies covering air 
and rail travel, as well as 
overseeing a continuing 
study on bilingual air traffic, 
control. 

There was no indication 
whether his move to the jus¬ 
tice duties is temporary or 
permanent. When Basford 
resigned last week Trudeau 
named Solicitor-General 
Jean-Jacques Blais to take 
over the duties on a tem¬ 
porary basis 


Observers speculated that 
giving one minister triple re¬ 
sponsibilities indicates it is a 
short-term move that hints at 
the possibility of a fall elec¬ 
tion. Trudeau said last week 
that there will not be an elec¬ 
tion “at this time.” 

The last major shuffle was 
Sept. 16,1977, when the prime 
minister changed the posi¬ 
tions of 11 ministers and 
added a new one. 

By filling the justice job 
from within his existing 32- 
member cabinet, Trudeau 
avoided a substantial series 
of changes and the recruit¬ 
ment of new blood from the 
Liberal caucus. 

Speaking at a press confer¬ 
ence last May in the context 
of when he might call a gen¬ 
eral election, Trudeau left 
open the question of whether 
he would make a major or 
minor changes in his cabinet 
this summer. 

As Trudeau and Lang ar¬ 
rived at Government House 
for the swearing-in ritual, the 
summer ceremonial guard at 
the governor-general's resi¬ 
dence was in the throes of a 
change—four guardsmen 
marching with a single 
piper. 

“If we’d had a major shuf¬ 
fle. we would have laid on a 
full band,” joked a Trudeau 
aide. 

Lang said in an Interview 
following the swearing-in 
that it is fairly obvious that 
he will not hold both portfo¬ 
lios for a long time. 

When the sandy-haired, be¬ 
spectacled minister left the 
justice job three years ago he 
said he did so with some dis¬ 
appointment. He had Crimi¬ 
nal Code amendments before 
the Commons at that time.

re grouping to concentrate on 
the hottest spots. 

A 20,000-acre blaze north of 
Prince George continued to 
burn out of control, but the 
low timber and recreational 
values dictated that firefight¬ 
ing efforts should be concen¬ 
trated elsewhere, except for 
one flank of the fire which 
was threatening the edge of 
Quadacha wilderness park 

Firefighters on Vancouver 
Island were reported to have 
contained a fire 45 kilometres 
west of Parksville. Walt 
Schultz, assistant ranger, 
said fire crews have succeed¬ 
ed in containing the fire to 
1,500 acres from 2,000 acres 
but rain will be needed to 
snuff it out. 

“The public has responded 
to the extreme condition of 
the woods and has used a lot 
of good judgment,” Campbell 
said. 
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He said “very few” fires 
were directly caused by peo¬ 
ple during the long weekend. 

All but a few remote and 
small logging operations 
have come to a standstill but 
an Official from the Council of 
Forest Industry said that 
“sufficient stock piling has 
occurred In the peripheral in¬ 
dustries and as yet there are 
no shortages.” 

Meanwhile, fires on thou¬ 
sands of acres in Washington 
State continued to burn out of 
control today. 

American firefighters had 
their hands full with several 
blazes in Olympic National 
Park, one of them still grow¬ 
ing Wednesday afternoon 
after covering about 800 
acres in the Hoh River area. 
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any of these places automati¬ 
cally benefit from any pen¬ 
sion raises granted in Brit- 
ain. Elderly foreign 
expatriates living in the U.K. 
get reciprocal treatment. 

As of Nov. 1 this year, the 
pension for a married couple 
in Britain will be increased to 
about $76 a week.

For the first time, one 
signalman—Alan Twy- 
dell—broke silence 
Wednesday to explain 
why he and his mates 
had ignored union in¬ 
struction to resume 
working normally. 

"Since 1976, signalmen 
here have tried to get 
regrading in line with 
other signal boxes 
which would give us an 
extra £5 a week," he 
said. 

"It is seniority, not {he £5 
we are after.’’ Twydell 
said he was in sym¬ 
pathy with the fuming 
passengers. 

"We could have made 
things much worse for 
the commuters b\ 
striking for an hour a 
day or even a week,’’ 
he said. 

Somehow, the sympathy 
is not reciprocated.

Fear of terrorists 


Papal rites 
pose hazard 


ROME (AP)—While ter 
rorist activity has lagged 
during this holiday month in 
Italy. Pope Paul’s funeral 
and the coronation of his suc¬ 
cessor are giving Italian and 
foreign security forces monu 
mental headaches. 

The lurgest array of police 
and military troops since the 
kidnap and murder of former 
premier Aldo Moro—a per 
sonal friend of the dead 
pope—guarded Wednesday’s 
motorcade carrying the 
pope’s body from Castel Gan- 
dolfo to St. Peter's Basilica. 

The government had 2,006 
police and 2.000 carabinieri 
guarding the 25-kilometre 
route while helicopters ho¬ 
vered overhead. Several 
thousand transit police and a 
division of specially trained 
grenadiers from Sardinia 
were also flown in. Additional 
police were called back from 
vacations. 

President Carter's wife Ro 
salynn. representing the U.S. 
at the funeral, was bringing a 
large contingent of secret 
servicemen and women to 
guard the U.S. delegation. 
She will use a bulletproof car 
and plans a short stay. 
Cardinal Sergio Pignedoli. 
the former apostolic delegate 
in Canada, who is quoted by 
bookmakers in London as the 
favorite to succeed Pope Paul 
VI. has always been prepared 
to talk about anything except 
his chances of becoming 
pope 

Unlike most of his peers, 
who are cautious and often 
secretive. Cardinal Pignedo¬ 
li, 68. is an outgoing man 
ready to meet anyone who 
calls on him. 

However, his openness led 
him into what some people 
consider to have been an 
error serious enough to cast 
doubt on his intellectual 
depth. 

As president of the Vati¬ 
can’s department for rela¬ 
tions with non-Christians, he 
attended a meeting in Tripoli 
in 1976 with Islamic leaders 
which ended with a final 
document condemning Zion¬ 
ism—a position beyond offi¬ 
cial Vatican policy. 

The cardinal put out a 
clarification later, stating 
that the Vatican alone could 
approve the final document. 
The Vatican never gave its 
approval. 

But Cardinal Pignedoli was 


never rebuked, and he says 
the incident was blown out of 
all proportion and has Jong 
been forgotten. 

He seldom r*ads news¬ 
papers, but his know ledge of 
the world and the scope of his 
friendships are immense. He 
has visited more than 150 
countries and maintains cor¬ 
respondence with 2.000 peo¬ 
ple around the world. 

Cardinal Pignedoli is still 
remembered in Canada for 
his parting gesture when he 
was recalled to Rome in 1968. 
He travelled across the coun¬ 
try in a small car, even driv¬ 
ing up to the Yukon, stopping 
to visit priests and his hun 
dreds of friends on the way. 


Broadcaster 
off the air 
for remark 

LONDON (Renter)—A 
commercial radio station 
suspended one of Its senior 
broadcasters Wednesday for 
referring to the late Pope 
Paul as *‘a silly old fool.’* 

The switchboard at London 
Broadcasting Co. was 
swamped with protest calls 
after Ian Gilchrist said the 
pope was “a silly old fool who 
caused misery to millions of 
gullible people.” 

The company said It sus¬ 
pended him pending an in¬ 
vestigation into remarks 
made In a current affairs 
program Tuesday. 


‘Modern slave trade’ 
built guerrilla army 


SALISBURY (Reuter)—A government 
minister Wednesday accused a co-leader of 
the Patriotic Front alliance of having ab¬ 
ducted up to 50.000 children from Rhodesia 
for his guerrilla army in a modern version of 
the slave trade. 

Foreign Minister Elliott Gabellah. a black 
member of the transitional government, 
said Joshua Nkomo abducted children to 
build up his forces quickly after the Patri¬ 
otic Front was formed at the end of 1976. 

"Some 10.000 or 50,000 young children 
have been torn from their homes, their 
schools and parents and, by intimidation 
and threats, launched into the unknown tides 
of the communist international flood,” Ga¬ 
bellah told the American Women's Club 
here. 

“Is this not, in very truth, the modern 
extension of the slave trade, which, with all 
its appalling incidences of cruelty, misery 
and death, beset this continent during the 
last century? 

“Some of these children have already 
been sent for terror training in various 


camps in Angola and elsewhere, some for 
political indoctrination in Moscow and Ha¬ 
vana. and some to the cane fields of 
Cuba.” 

Gabellah said some children were shot 
near Lusaka, Zambia's capital, presumably 
because they rebelled against their abduc 
lion 

"Even Nkomo admits that he cannot feed 
the hordes of abducted children for whom he 
is responsible, and has appealed for interna¬ 
tional aid,” he said. "He admitted that in 
one of the camps outside Lusaka there were 
18.000 children, half of whom were girls.” 

The minister appealed to the UN high 
commissioner for refugees and to the Inter¬ 
national Committee of the Red Cross to 
press vigorously for full and free access to 
transit camps in Botswana and Zambia. 

“Certain regular and charter airlines are 
the new slave ships on the air, packing their 
lucrative cargoes of human misery from 
Botswana and taking them to Lusaka for 
transfer to Moscow. Luanda (Angola) and 
Havana,” he said. 



New York 
pressmen 
on strike 

NEW YORK (Reuter)- 
The pressmen's union called 
a strike Wednesday night 
against this city's three 
major daily newspapers after 
the publishers posted new 
work rules that would cut 
down on staff. 

A spokesman for The 
Times said that as a result of 
the strike it would not be 
publishing today's editions. 

Other unions, including The 
Newspaper Guild and the de¬ 
livery drivers, have pro¬ 
mised not to cross the press¬ 
men's picket lines.

IT WAS CALLED an out-of-court settlement. 
The amount involved was almost 134 million. It 
is in fact an out-of-pocket settlement. Your 
pocket. 

B.C. Hydro took just four sentences last 
week to announce to its shareholders, the 
citizens of British Columbia, that the power 
corporation had made a rather expensive mis¬ 
take a few years ago. Following this rather terse 
press release, Hydro chairman Robert Bon¬ 
ner was not available for comment. 

Surely departure of an extra $34 million of 
our money (not to mention another million or so 
on legal fees) is worth just a few more lines. 

To summarize briefly how we came to spend 
this extra money. It happened in the previous 
decade after Hydro had contracted with a con¬ 
sortium of five companies to build an under¬ 
ground powerhouse on the Peace River. When 
the job was finally done, the consortium sued 
Hydro for $51 million,alleging the power author¬ 
ity interfered with the work, causing construc¬ 
tion delays which put the builders to additional 
expense in completing work by deadline. Hydro, 
it seems, refused to budge the deadline. 

The trial began in 1970 and continued four 
years to become the longest and costliest (to 
you) civil litigation ever conducted in British 
Columbia. The judge ruled Hydro was in breach 
of contract and the consortium was entitled to “a 
very large amount of money.” When the combat¬ 
ants could not agree on how much, the court 
ordered Hydro to pay $36,124,000. 

The case moved to the Appeal court, back 
to the B.C. Supreme Court and was headed for 
the Supreme Court of Canada when the out-of- 
court settlement was announced. 

One of the consortium people described the 
end of it all as ”a reasonable settlement by 
reasonable men acting in a businesslike way.” 

In fact, what Hydro did in settling out of 
court was admit to an expensive management 
error. 

Two footnotes: it is sad to ponder how many 
lawyers have been thrown out of work by this 
decision. And it is interesting to contemplate 
w here each of us might be today if we had made 
a $34 million mistake down at the office. 


One great granny 

THERE IS SOMETHING appealing about Ar- 
dath Evitt, even if most of us wouldn’t want to 
follow in her tracks. 

She deliberately took her first parachute 
jump last Sunday — at age 74. Out into space 
from a little plane this great-grandmother 
stepped, at a height of 3,000 feet. The jump went 
letter-perfect, according to reports from 
Mooresville, Indiana. 

It’s not so much what she did but what she 
said later which is engaging. 

“I think anybody who is as old as I am. as 
long as they can walk and talk and act foolish, 
might as well have some fun.” 

Most of us get even more sober as we grow 
old. So good for you, great granny Evitt. You 
remind us once again that some of our age is in 
the mind. 

The price of safety 

SAFETY LESSONS are often so expensive. The 
recent tragedy at Lac d‘Argent in Quebec illus¬ 
trates the point. 

The bus which swept down a steep hill there 
before toppling into the lake and drowning 40 
people, apparently experienced brake failure. It 
was an old bus and it had no auxiliary brakes. 

Quebec conducts strict safety inspections on 
school buses. That practice began after a school 
bus collision with a train 15 years ago. But there 
are no similar inspections for other buses as 
there are in British Columbia. 

Perhaps there will be now. Forty lives 
should be enough to make clear the need. 



Guyana 

OTTAWA — Guyana's new constitu¬ 
tion doesn't fall Into the category of “hot 
news" for most Canadians but It’s worth 
looking at because the prime minister. 
Forbes Burnham — described by Pierre 
Trudeau as probably the most radical of 
the Commonwealth leaders — has so 
much in common with our own PM. 

They are soul-mates whose views 
were moulded by the London School of 
Economics In the late '40s. 

Consequently, when Burnham Intro¬ 
duces changes that will make him the 
all-powerful president of the “Co-opera¬ 
tive Republic of Guyana" (once British 
Guiana), with a prime minister who will 
exercise about as much real power as a 
French PM under De Gaulle, one won¬ 
ders what the crystal ball indicates in 
the long-range cards for Canada 

After all. Trudeau already has pro¬ 
posed eliminating the veto power of the 
Senate and replacing the Queen with a 
governor-general of his choice. So 
heaven only knows how far he will go 
when his full hand is on the table. 

Skeptics of the Guyanese move say 
that the text of the new constitution is 
evolutionary and misleading — in the 
sense that it Is in fact a giant step in the 
direction of one-party rule. 

On the surface it sounds reasonable 
enough. The Hon. Kit Nasclmento, Min¬ 
ister of State, was in Ottawa a few 
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the road ahead for Canada? 


weeks ago to explain some of the high 
lights: 

Women will be granted equal status 
with men; 

Children born In and out of wedlock 
will be treated equally; 

Idle land will be taken from absentee 
landlords and turned over to peasant 
farmers or co-operatives. Of course 
there will be compensation. But there is 
a catch. Settlement will be based on 1939 
land prices — with the cabinet as final 
arbiter. 

Political parties will be allowed 
“subject only to respect for the princi¬ 
ples of national sovereignty and of de¬ 
mocracy” (whatever that Is); 

And the constitution will guarantee a 
long list of economic and personal free¬ 
doms, including freedom of expression, 
assembly, etc. 

It’s even more comprehensive than 
the list proposed by Trudeau for the 
Canadian Bill of Rights. 

The changes seem straightforward 
enough — a simple transition (approved 
by public referendum) from a parlia¬ 
mentary system based on the British 
model to a presidential system empha¬ 
sizing public and co-operative owner¬ 
ship consistent with the socialist 
model. 

But can the text be taken at face 
value without reference to the govern¬ 
ment’s record? 



When he was here. Nasclmento went 
out of his way to re-affirm that basic 
freedoms are not curtailed. “The Mir¬ 
ror," he said, “is alive and well" — 
referring to the opposition newspaper 

It may indeed be alive, but there is a 
difference of opinion concerning its 
state of health. 

Opposition Leader Cheddi Jagan 
wrote a long letter of dissent in reply to 
one of my columns quoting Forbes 
Burnham to the effect that opposition is 
not suppressed. 

Jagan pointed out that since the gov 
emment began licensing newsprint (not 


manufactured In Guyana), the Mirror 
had “to cease publication four times for 
a total of about 16 days within a period 
of nearly two years”. 

And a license fbr a new printing 
press from the U.S., on which a down 
payment had been made in 1971, had not 
yet been approved (Jan. 78). 

Other examples cited by Jagan in¬ 
cluded denial of a professor's appoini 
ment by a government-dominated 
board of governors; the banning of pub 
lie meetings of opposition parties; and 
refusal of government radio stations to 
air the views of opposition parties 

In summation, Jagan said that the 
PM's statement is “not even disingenu 
ous; it is quite untrue." 

Government supporters suggest that 
even if some of the opposition criticism 
is true, Guyana, like other developing 
third-world countries, may have to go 
through a period of one-party rule be 
fore it develops the sea legs for real 
multi-party democracy. Benevolent 
despotism can provide benefits for the 
ordinary people who are otherwise neg 
lected. 

That may be true as Trudeau argues 
in his book Approaches to Politic s. 

But the problem, as he also points 
out, is finding some acceptable tech¬ 
nique for getting rid of the despot when 
he is no longer good for the people.

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A little quiet diplomacy 
sometimes beats coercion 


WASHINGTON - Back in 
the last half of 1974 many a 
member of the American 
Congress was angry about 
Turkey. They expressed their 
anger by passing a bill which 
required the U.S. govern¬ 
ment to cut off military aid to 
Turkey unless the Turks gave 
back to the Greeks most of 
the land they captured in the 
short war on Cyprus in mid¬ 
summer 1974. The Greeks, 
foolishly, had started the war 
— and lost it 

On Feb. 5 of the following 
year Secretary of State 
Henry Kissinger was re¬ 
quired, by the act of Con¬ 
gress, to cut off American aid 
to iu ally. Turkey. Mr. Kis¬ 
singer pleaded with the pro- 
Greek leaders in the Con¬ 
gress to call off the penalty on 
Turkey. The pro-Greek lobby 
was adamant. It controlled-a 
decisive majority in the Con¬ 
gress. Aid was cut off on Feb. 
5, 1975. 

Last month came the 
sequel. 

The government of Turkey 
applied for membership in 
the bloc of non-aligned coun¬ 
tries. 

This does not necessarily 
mean that Turkey will pull 
out of the NATO alliance for¬ 
mally. The government in 
Ankara insists that it intends 
to keep a membership in 
NATO just as Romania, a 

guest ’ member of the non- 
aligned bloc, also keeps a 
membership in the Warsaw 
Pact. 

The essential fact, how¬ 
ever. is that ever since Con¬ 
gress tried to coerce Turkey 
to its will by cutting off aid. 
Turkey has been refusing to 
be coerced. 

Indeed, the net effect of 
congressional efforts has 
been to drive Turkey away 
from the American alliance 
system toward a “more inde¬ 
pendent” foreign policy. 
Being more independent in 
this case has been to seek, 
and obtain, easier relations 
with Moscow They are so 
much easier that Moscow has 
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offered to become Turkey's 
supplier of arms. 

So far the Turks have said 
no to the offer. But the point 
has been made that Turkey 
does not depend on the United 
Slates for aid. It can get any¬ 
thing it wants in the way of 
money, or guns and bullets, 
from other sources. The 
countries of Western Europe 
would be happy to oblige. So 
would Moscow. 

Regardless of whether a 
country is big or small, the 
reaction to attempted coer¬ 
cion is the same. The Senate 
in Washington tried to scare 
the Soviets off the trial and 
sentencing of Soviet dissi¬ 
dents by a resolution calling 
for suspension of SALT II 
talks. If that manoeuvre did 
anything it only nailed down 
harder the determination of 
Moscow to complete that 
trial. 

The same observation can 
be made about much of Presi¬ 
dent Carter’s human rights 
crusade. I know of no evi¬ 
dence that it has caused any 
country to modify those prac¬ 
tices which by Western stan¬ 
dards violate human rights. 

This makes all the more 
interesting and encouraging 
a remarkable achievement of 
the deal- old much-maligned 
and under-appreciated Insti¬ 
tution called the State De¬ 
partment. While no one was 
looking, and without benefit 
of any publicity or threats or 
coercion, it has obtained the 
agreement of all parties con¬ 
cerned for an orderly*transi 
tion from white to black rule 


for South-West Africa, to be 
called Namibia when the 
transfer is complete. 

This involved the supposed¬ 
ly “impossible” task of 
bringing together the posi¬ 
tions of Prime Minister Vor- 
ster of South Africa, who is a 
white supremacist, and Sam 
Nujomo. leader of SWAPO 
(South-West Africa People’s 
Organization), who could 
probably just as fairly be 
called a black supremacist. 
Mr. Vorster was brought 
around to agreement first, on 
a plan worked out jointly and 
proposed by the U.S., Britain. 
France. Canada and West 
Germany. Diplomats from 
the five held a decisive meet¬ 
ing with Mr. Nujomo in Luan¬ 
da. capital of Angola, in early 
July. On July 12 they were 
able to announce Mr. Nujo- 
mo’s acceptance. 

The plan calls for a cease¬ 
fire, gradual withdrawal of 
South African armed forces 
and a UN-supervised elec¬ 
tion. It is so far only a plan. 
But it was worked out in An¬ 
gola, in part with the help of 
Angola’s President Agostinho 
Neto. It is part of a tentative 
improvement in U.S. rela¬ 
tions with Mr. Neto which 
just might clear the way for a 
departure of Cuban troops 
from Angola. And if that 
“miracle" happened, there 
would in turn be an easing of 
the problem of transition for 
Rhodesia. 

If Rhodesia is to avoid the 
chaos and bloodshed which 
happened in Angola it may be 
through the formula which 
has been accepted for Nami¬ 
bia. that is. between the old 
white establishment and the 
major black leaders. If 
Namibia can indeed show the 
way for Rhodesia, Moscow 
will lose not one but several 
opportunities for exploitation 
in Africa. Patient diplomacy 
can be more effective than 
senators and even presidents 
usually recognize.

After one too many insults, 
Chile’s power clique splits 4 


LONDON - What hopeful 
opponents of the Chilean re¬ 
gime have been forecasting 
almost since the military 
coup d’etat of 1973 has finally 
happened. The four-man 
juanta which has been ruling 
Chile since the overthrow and 
killing of President Salvador 
Allende finally has split. 

The handsome, debonaire 
and ambitious commander of 
the Chilean Air Force, Gen¬ 
eral Gustavo Leigh, has been 
hounded out of the ruling 
body by his three comrades 
in arms. General Augusto 
Pinochet, the head of the 
Army, Admiral Juan Toribio 
Merino and General Cesar 
Mendoza, leader of the cara- 
bineros, the police force. 

Although the opponents of 
the junta have been specta 
cularly wrong until now, it 
was clear from the first tele¬ 
vision appearance of the four 
officers within hours of the 
1973 coup that there was 
likely to be great personal 
friction between Pinochet 
and Leigh. Leigh, after all, 
seemed to be presidential 
material. Not only handsome 
and ambitious but also Intel-' 
ligent, the air force com¬ 
mander — the commander, 
that is, of the Hawker Hunter 
jets which had just demo¬ 
lished Allende’s presidential 
palace with pinpoint accu¬ 
racy — seemed head and 
shoulders above his navy and 
carabinero colleagues. 

Merino patently lacked the 
gifts of intelligence and am¬ 
bition ever to aspire to the 
presidency of Chile and as the 
years passed this fact was 
underlined by his worsening 
health. Mendoza with no bet 
ter gifts than Merino was at 
any reckoning disbarred 
from the highest office by 
profession: it was — and is — 
inconceivable that the three 
senior services would allow 
the top spot to go to a humble 
policeman. 

From the start Leigh took a 
political line which was often 
different from that of Pino¬ 
chet. 

The bad feeling between 
the two men boiled over re¬ 
cently. The first Incident 
came when Leigh gave an 
interview to the Italian news¬ 
paper Corriere della Sera in 
which he called for an early 
return to democracy in Chile. 
But Pinochet is on record as 
saying that Chile would never 
have elections during his life¬ 
time. 

A second slap at Pinochet’s 
face came when Leigh re¬ 
ferred to the action of a group 
of young people who have 
been canvassing the idea of a 
party loyal to Pinochet which 
would sooner or later turn 
into a mass movement of 
support for the army com 
mander. Questioned by an in¬ 
terviewer on Radio Agricul- 
tura, Leigh opined that the 
idea could not have been any¬ 
thing other than a “student 
prank.” Given that the idea 
of a party could not have 
germinated without intensive 
support from Pinochet him 
self, Leigh’s remarks could 
hardly have been more in¬ 
sulting. 

Leigh then rounded off the 
interview with a third blow 
when he announced that If it 
was proved that a Chilean 
government had had any¬ 
thing to do with the murder 
two years ago in Washington 
of Allende’s former Foreign 
Minister Orlando Letelter, 
he, Leigh, would have to re¬ 
consider his position as a 
member of the government

Such a remark was at the 
least disingenuous — every¬ 
thing points to the fact that 
the Letelier murder was 
committed by the Chilean 
DINA, the secret police an¬ 
swerable only to Pinochet, 
who is now being pressed 
very hard by the U.S. admin¬ 
istration to come clean on the 
affair. 

After such a series of re¬ 
marks Pinochet clearly had 
to do something to reassert 
his own authority. He sacked 
Leigh, replacing him with 
General Fernando Matthei, 
the health minister. 


The incident could not have 
come at a worse time: a UN 
human rights group is in 
Chile Investigating Pino¬ 
chet’s record on this subject 
and there is continuing ten¬ 
sion w ith Argentina over ter¬ 
ritorial rights in the Beagle 
Channel in the far south of the 
country near Cape Horn. 

But those who Jump to the 
conclusion that Pinochet's 
political demise is imminent 
could again be premature. 
For the moment his mam 
problem is that he will find it 
very hard to talk convinc¬ 
ingly in the future as he has 
done in the past of the indisso 
luble unity of the armed 
forced. 


Exodus from 
the Promised Land

TEL AVIV — “Come home. Yonadav. come home tn 
where you belong ... Forget about those bright lights 
yonder, across the sea ... Yonadav. come home 
Come on home to this land of yours." 

Those are the lyrics of a catchy melody making the 
rounds in Israel these days. But it is doubtful the song will 
make the hit parade, for it stikes a very sensitive nerve 
here; emigration. 

Despite Its lilt, the “Yonadav" tune is really a 
national elegy. It wails about one of the most depressing 
phenomena to have befallen the Jewish state since it wa> 
established in 1948. 

The phenomenon is yertda (emigration) of about 
300,000 Israelis — many of thefn native-born “sabras" — 
in the last 30 years. And their number is still mounting. 

Emigration has troubled many countries. But for 
Israel, surrounded by hostile Arab states, the steady 
outflow of citizens is especially vexing, and downright 
dangerous. 

With the Arab birth rate more than double that of the 
Israelis, a demographic holocaust confronts Israel even 
if its population does not shrink but remains stable. After 
all. tomorrow’s armies are being formed today — in the 
maternity wards of Damascus, Baghdad. Tel Aviv and 
other cities, towns and villages of the Middle East. 

That’s why past and present Israeli leaders have 
sustained the rallying cry of “Immigration Above All 
Else" as a sort of national mania. Except for defence, no 
budget item is heftier than direct and indirect spending 
on immigrant “absorption.” 

Israel is probably the only country in the world whose 
cabinet includes a minister of immigrant absorption. In 
addition, the World Zionist Organization, with branches 
in many countries, seeks to encourage Jews to settle in 
Israel. 

Despite these efforts, the immigration drive has been 
a dismal failure. The most embarrassing flop has been 
the reluctance of Russian Jews, after being allowed to 
leave the Soviet Union with Israeli visas, to head for the 
Jewish state. 

Having failed to attract new settlers. Israel is now 
shifting its attention to its hundreds of thousands of sons 
and daughters who have left since 1948. 

The incentives include massive tax exemptions, top 
priority for jobs (which are becoming increasingly hard 
to find), housing and mortgages at peanut prices, inter 
est-free loans for travel and moving expenses and duty¬ 
free purchases here of televisions, stereos, refrigerators 
and washing machines — something the heavily taxed 
Israeli can only imagine in his fondest dreams. 

Will all these overtures lure the yordim back to the 
Promised Land? 

• ”1 doubt if material benefits can move those people, 
a member of the Knesset (Parliament) confided to me 
“Giving up a convenient way of life to return to a 
war-threatened tinderbox demands a certain state of 
mind. Call it dedication, or commitment, to an ideal 
Having chosen to leave their homeland after its dramatic 
rebirth, they evidently lack that state of mind.”

At the most recent meeting 
of the board of directors of 
the Community Arts Council 
of Greater Victoria a motion 
w as moved, seconded and un 
animously approved, in 
structing me to write to you 
and express in the strongest 
possible language this coun¬ 
cil's complete disapproval of 
the recent J.B.C. television 
special covering the Domin¬ 
ion (Canada) Day celebra 
tions. > r 

My directors feel that the 
program did a tremendous 
disservice to the cause of C'a 
nadian unity. Poorly pro 
duced. incompetently direct 
ed. ill -conceived and 
unimaginatively written, the 
program could not have been 
more harmful to the cause of 
Canadian unity had the pro 
ducers been following a 
policy laid down by Rene Le 
vesque himself. 

Local inquiries indicate 
that there was a tremendous 
opportunity for the pro¬ 
gram's producers to arrange 
for local artists in each 
centre to present perfor 
mances of a highly profes 
sional and tor very pro-Cana 
dian sty le and content 


In Vic toria alone, the Inter 
Cultural Association of 
Greater Victoria, which at 
the time of the telecast was. 
coincidentally, presenting a 
most successful folkfest pro 
gram, was approached by the 
C.B.C. television producers 
and certain indications were 
made that the C.B C. would 
be including portions of the 
folkfest program in the spe 
cific telecast Certainly the 
producers advised the local 
Inter-Cultural Association 
that two visiting artists would 
be brought in to join in the 
presentation, but that the 
folkfest people would be in 
voiced lo some considerable 
extent. 

In fact, the visiting ar 
lists comprised the sole con 
tent of the Victoria segment 
and the Inter-Cultural Asso¬ 
ciation was. in a most insen 
sitive and tactless manner, 
ignored. 

We certainly do not want 
this letter to indicate that our 
thoughts are based on a limit¬ 
ed and parochial viewpoint 
However, there has been an 
overwhelming expression of 
disappointment in the pro 
gram from citizens in the 
Greater Victoria area 
Nevertheless, the segments 
from the Maritimes and other 
provinces were also, in our 
view, clumsily producetPand 
uninspired In the choice of 
material. We suggest to you 
that protest or mundane folk 


songs dating from the late 
’♦iOs would hardly encourage 
Canadian unity in the late 

’70s. 

Surely the time has come 
when very serious consider 
alion must be given to revis¬ 
ing the entire policy of the 
C.B.C. and its present and 
apparently out-of-touch ap 
proach to the serious and 
sometimes difficult problem 
of attempting to develop 
some form of Canadian unity, 
particularly as it relates to 
the arts and the multi-cul 
tural foundations on which 
this country was established. 

My directors feel that one 
of the great challenges to our 
country is the development, 
by natural process, of a cul 
tural and social awareness 
based on the very best of the 
traditional cultures of the 
many races that make up the 
population of this country 

I would submit to you that 
development of such a pro 
gram cannot be created by 
simply pouring enormous 
funds of taxpayers' money 
into an attempt to "buy" such 
development and this is par 
ticularly true if those individ¬ 
uals given the responsibility 
for organizing such attempts 
are operating in a political 
and social vacuum and are 
completely out of touch with 
the needs, aspirations and 
current life styles of the ma 
jority of ordinary Cana 
dians 


If we had been photographers at the pro abortion 
march and rally on July 28 we would have had a difficult 
lime to focus In on just what goes with the so-called Con¬ 
cerned Citizens for Choice in Abortion. 

We would have zeroed in on a clear picture of the radical 
extremists who sponsor sueh monsters in our midst The 
Gay Alliance. Revolutionary Workers league. Socialists 
Organizing Committee were there as big as life It s too 
bad the media chose to not list these.

' A heavy demand for build- 
in# materials in the United 
States is causing shortages 
and rapidly increasing prices 
in B.C., industry spokesmen 
say. 

Most seriously affected are 
cedar products, because fin¬ 
ished boards are becoming 
increasingly difficult to ac 
quire, and kiln-dried tongue- 
and-groove siding has 
skyrocketed to $1,200 a thou¬ 
sand board feet from $055 a 
year ago. 

Gyproc, used for drywall 
construction, is also in short 
supply. 

An industry spokesman 
said more than 60 per cent of 
the B.C. and Alberta produc¬ 
tion was heading to the U.S. 

"These days, when a guy 
comes up from Washington 
state with a truck full of hay. 
you can bet he’ll be returning 
home with a load of gyproc.’’ 
said one building supplier. 

He said some gyproc com¬ 
panies in Vancouver were re¬ 
fusing to take local orders. 

‘It’s pointless trying to 
quote on big jobs now. be¬ 
cause we know we can't de¬ 
liver on time,” he said. 

For manufacturers, how 
ever, the surge in exports is a 
bonanza. Not only are they 
getting a better dollar 
through export sales, but 
many U.S. dealers are pick¬ 
ing up the product at the fac¬ 
tory for the same price the 
companies charge delivered 
to supplier outlets in B.C. 

The popularity of cedar 
products, particularity in 
California, is causing many 
home builders to switch to 
other woods. 


Driver 

fined 

$1,500 


A Victoria county court 
iudge told an 18-year-old 
Saanich youth Tuesday the 
public demanded a penalty 
for dangerous driving, and 
fined him $1,500. 

Phillip Stanley Hill was or¬ 
dered by Judge E.J.C. 
Stewart to pay the fine at the 
rate of $100 a month for 13 
months, starting Sept. 1. In 
default of payment. Hill 
would spend three months in 
jail. 

He pleaded guilty June 26 
to dangerous driving on Julv 
15. 1977. While Hill was driv¬ 
ing several others home from 
a party in his father’s car, the 
\ ehicle went out of control on 
Mayfair Drive on Mount Tol 
mie. and one passenger died 
later of injuries. 

Court was told Hill was 
driving at 40 or 50 miles an 
hour in a 20-mile-an-hour 
zone and left a drift mark, as 
opposed to a skid mark 
caused by braking, of 132 
feet. Police obtained breath 
analysis readings of .11 and 
.13. 

Stewart said that type of 
offence was one of the most 
difficult for sentencing be¬ 
cause the result was often, as 
in this case, tragic and final. 

He accepted that Hill had 
and would continue to suffer 
remorse and noted that the 
B.C. Court of Appeal general¬ 
ly did not approve of a jail 
sentence for that kind of of¬ 
fence. adding that “it doesn't 
remedy the damage done and 
frequently it would do more 
harm than good.” 

He also said he had no rea¬ 
son to believe Hill would com¬ 
mit further offences, particu¬ 
larly driving offences. “1 
have every reason to believe 
you won’t.”

One Victoria supplier la¬ 
mented, “Who can afford the 
price? It’s ridiculous.” 

The market for fir plywood 
is also tight, causing prices to 
increase almost 30 per cent in 
the past year. 

“Victoria has to compete 
with the rest of Canada for 
it.” said one dealer. “Every¬ 
one is busy, and there's just 
not enough wood in the pipe¬ 
line.” 

Those in the building sup¬ 
ply business are reluctant to 
discuss the problems. None 
wished to be identified. 

“This business is so com¬ 
petitive,” a lumber dealer 
said. “Everyone in the Indus¬ 
try Is at the mercy of the big 
companies cutting the wood. 

“They call the shots. They 


put so many thousand board 
feet on the market, tell us 
what quotas we can have, 
what lengths are available, 
and If we complain, they say 
that’s fine, they’ll sell it 
somewhere else.” 

Another dealer said he felt 
the quality of wood had 
dropped from former years 
because “all the good stuff Is 
being exported.” 

Exports have mushroomed 
during the past three years. A 
local example is Doman In¬ 
dustries. In 1975. the com¬ 
pany produced $31 million 
worth of hemlock and export¬ 
ed $16 million. This year the 
company forecasts export 
sales of $80 million, while do¬ 
mestic sales are unchanged 
from three years ago.

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Use of 2,4-D 
still planned 

KELOWNA (CP)—The provincial government will not 
abandon its controversial 2,4-D herbicide program for 
Okanagan Lake, despite a city council decision Tuesday to 
prohibit use of the chemical along the city's foreshore this 
year. Environment Minister Jim Neilson said Wednesday. 

He said the latest setback would force the government to 
find an alternate site on Okanagan Lake for a large-scale 
test of 2,4-D applications this fall. 

Council supported Mayor John Hindle's position that the 
provincial environment ministry ’s proposals for fall appli¬ 
cations contained insufficient proof that the program would 
be effective in combatting Eurasian milfoil growth in the 
lake 

Council also said the government had failed to provide 
sufficient guarantees that the treatments, which would 
likely have involved larger doses of the chemical to be 
effective, would not present hazards to public health. 

Hindle said the government should conduct an extensive 
experimental program on the program's effectiveness, but 
said he w as not willing to allow the Kelowna foreshore to be 
used as a “guinea pig.” 

Meanwhile, Dr. Peter Newroth. a government expert on 
the milfoil problem, said aquatic weed harvesters which 
were to begin work offshore Wednesday were pulled out so 
they could be sent to the new site when it was selected.

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What summer doldrums? 


TORONTO (CP) — Summer doldrums 1* a term 
financial analysts and writers trot out in late spring, 
use throughout the summer, then retire when cool fall 
days spark a resurgence in stocks market trading. 

But not this year in Toronto. 

The 29.02 million shares that changed hands on 
the Toronto Stock Exchange last week added up to the 
highest weekly tally since before Christmas. And the 
value of the shares traded hit $276.43 million, an all- 
time record. 

Trading statistics for the month of July showed 
82 million shares sold for $832.3 million, up 25.8 
million shares and $238.3 million from a year ear¬ 
lier. August figures are expected to show a simi¬ 
lar Jump. 

But analysts seem unable to agree on an expla¬ 
nation for the mid summer boom. 

They point to oil and gas discoveries In the 
West Pembina area of Alberta, uranium finds in 
Saskatchewan and the increases in first-half cor¬ 
porate earnings reports. 

On the other side of the ledger, however. Is the 
lowered value of the Canadian dollar which is ho¬ 
vering around 88 cents In United States funds, high 
unemployment and inflation. Each of these would 
usually be considered reason for a declining market. 

A steady climb at New York has sparked gains 
during the last two weeks. But the Toronto market has 
been breaking records dating back to early 1974 since 
mid-May. The TSE 300 Index closed Wednesday at 1,- 
221.45, highest since the week-ending March 22 of 
that year. 

The number of shares traded Wednesday totalled 
4.63 million, almost twice the 2.36 million sold the

Job statistics 
drop ‘cooked’ 
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Opposition labor critic Karen Sanford (NDP— Comox) 
said Wednesday that statistics showing a small decline in 
unemployment In B.C. were “cooked** and therefore provi¬ 
ded no reason for optimism. 

“The fact is. the actual number of persons unem¬ 
ployed rose by 6,000 between June and July, a period when 
traditionally job prospects are at their best," Ms. Sanford 
said. • 

Statistics Canada reported Tuesday that the seasonally 
adjusted rate of unemployment for July was 7.7 per cent, 
compared with 7.8 per cent in June. The actual unemploy 
ment rate rose to 7.6 per cent of the labor force, compared 
with 7.2 per cent the month before. 

A year ago, the B.C. unemployment rate was 8.5 per 
cent. 

Ms. Sanford said the statistical decline was achieved 
because the size of the labor force was falling, “an addition¬ 
al reason for concern.” 

The KDP MLA said that coupled with those two prob¬ 
lems, the province had more to worry about because the 
Conference Board in Canada predicted this week that all 
Canadian provinces expect B.C. would experience increased 
economic growth during the remainder of the year.

Games. 

The big medal haul helped 
bring Canada’s total at the 
Games to 71, including 30 
gold and 19 silver. Australia 
is next with 17 gold. 23 silver 
and 21 bronze and England is 
third with 12 gold, 19 silver 
and 18 bronze. 

Delesalle scored 56.40 
points for the six exercises to 
capture the gold medal ahead 
of Lindsay Nylund of Austra¬ 
lia, who received 54.95 points. 
Jean Choquette of Montreal 
earned Canada the bronze 
medal with 54.35 points. 

Canada had won the 
women’s and men's team 
events earlier in the week, 
and Elfi Schlegel of Toronto 
spearheaded a Canadian 
sweep of medals In .the 
women’s Individual all-round 
competition Tuesday night. 

Delesalle, who had been 
the leading Canadian point- 
earner in the team competi¬ 
tion. scored 9.75 points on the 
horizontal bar to complete 
his winning effort. 

He earned 9.60 on the floor 
exercise. 9.50 on the still 
rings, 9.40 on both the paral¬ 
lel bars and horse vault and 
h 75 «*n the pommel hors*- 

The 21-year-old Victorian 
received a standing ovation 
from the near-capacity 
crowd at the Edmonton Coli¬ 
seum after his horizontal bar 
routine. 

Owen Walstrom of Victoria 
finished fourth with 53.90 
points, and Nigel Roihwell of 
Windsor. Ont., was seventh 
with 53.25 

'The English and Austra 
lians are definitely good com 
petition." Delesalle said 
after his victory. 

He said a bone chip in his 
right wrist "was hurting me 
just a little more than the 
other night" in the team 
event. 

Smith's efforts, and a final 
push from a pair of experi¬ 
enced women, who had been 
in a slump, gave Canada the 
swimming title 

Going into the final four 
events, the Canadians had 12 
medals compared with nine 
for the Australians, who 
promptly picked up their 10th 
gold when Tracey Wickham 
won in four minutes. 08.45 
seconds, the second fastest 
time in the world. 

Then Robin Corsiglla, a 15- 
year-old from Beaconsfield, 
Que.. clinched the title with a 
triumph in the 100-metre 
breaststroke before Cheryl 
Gibson of Edmonton, who 
had been having a sub-par 
meet, grabbed the back¬ 
stroke 

To cap off the most excit¬ 
ing day of the six-day meet, 
the Canadian men's relay 
team of Smith, Dan Thomp¬ 
son of Toronto, Jay Tapp of 
Winnipeg and Bill Sawchuk 
of Thunder Bay, won the 
4x100 medley relay. The race, 
which gave Smith his record 
sixth gold medal in the 
Games, gave Sawchuk his 
seventh medal—two gold, 
three silver and three 
bronze. 

Of the 15 gold medals won 
by Canada, the sometimes 
lightly-regarded men s team 
won eight. 

The crowd of close to 4.800 
at the Kinsmen aquatic 
centre was In a frenzy as 
Sawchuk outraced England's 
Martin Smith in the freestyle 
to end an excellent session 
for the hometown favorites. 

The women's team had 
come under fire because of a 
lacklustre effort which puz¬ 
zled the Canadian coaching 
staff. But they were more 
than delighted once the meet 
ended.

Graham brings family medal total to 17 


EDMONTON (CP) — Graham Smith is to the 1978 
Commonwealth Games what Mark Spitz was to the 
1972 Olympics. 

Spitz stunned the world by winning a record seven 
gold medals in the Olympic pool at Munich and now 
Smith has surprised Canada and shocked the Com¬ 
monwealth by winning six gold medals in the Games 
pool, which is named after his late father. 

Heir to a great family swimming tradition. Smith 
won his fifth and sixth gold medals Wednesday. He 
came from behind in the last 50 metres to win No. 5 in 
the 100-metre breaststroke in a Games record time of 
1:03.81 and he earned No. 6 by helping the 4x100 medley 
relay team to victory in the final swimming event of 
the Games. 


The 20-year-old University of California student 
from Edmonton previously won golds in the 200 
breaststroke, the 200 and 400 individual medleys and 
the 4x100 freestyle relay. 

No Other swimmer has ever won five golds at the 
Commonwealth Games although Decima Norman of 
Australia won five in track and field in 1938 in 
Australia. * 

Smith’s tally brings to 17 the number of Common 
wealth Games medals won by members of the family 
since 1970. Hte older brother George won two golds, in 
eluding both medleys, and two silvers in 1970 in Edin 
burgh. The sime year sister Susan won a gold, silver 
and bronze. 

Becky won a gold and two silver in Christchurch in 
1974 and has a silver and bronze here.

Vancouver Whitecaps 
downed Toronto Metros- 
Croatia 41 In first-round 
North American Soccer 
League playoff action Wed¬ 
nesday night In a game In 
Vancouver marked by con¬ 
troversial calls and flagrant 
fouls. 

Toronto, which lodged a 
protest following the game, 
finished the contest with only 
nine men on the field after 
bead Susie and Marko Vujko 
vie were red-carded by ref¬ 
eree Gino DTppolito. 

Vancouver forward Bobby 
Campbell scored two goals 
while Alan Hinton and Bobby 
Lenarduzzi added the others 
as 30,811 fans, the largest 
home-crowd of the season, 
watched the Whitecaps win 
their 14th game in a row. 

Vancouver now advances 
to the second round of the 
National Conference playoffs 
for a home-and-home series 
with Portland Timbers, 2-1 


winners Wednesday night 
over Washington Diplomats. 

Campbell put the White- 
caps on the board with a goal 
at 16:04 and from then on 
things went from bad to 
worse for Toronto. Hinton 
made It 2-0 less than two 
minutes later and at 25:30 
Susie was sent off after flat¬ 
tening Vancouver defender 
Sam Lenarduzzi. 

Campbell headed down a 
free kick by Hinton, the ball 
rebounded off the artificial 
turf and over the out- 
streached hands of Toronto 
goalkeeper Zeljko Bilecki. 

Campbell also was instru 
mental in Hinton's goal, the 
play which led Toronto to 
protest the game. The Van¬ 
couver striker collided with 
Bilecki while going up to get a 
head on a cross from defend¬ 
er Bobby Lenarduzzi. 

While the Toronto goal 
keeper lay Injured on the 
field, Hinton calmly knocked 
the ball into the open net. ^ 


Metro-Croatla players sur¬ 
rounded the referee and vari¬ 
ous players argued unsuc¬ 
cessfully for more than five 
minutes. 

Campbell then combined 
with Kevin Hector at 30:55 for 
the third and prettiest goal of 
the night. Hector pulled Bi¬ 
lecki out of the net. slipped 
the ball In front and the un¬ 
marked Campbell tapped It 
home. 

Vujkovic was sent off at 
1:50 of the second half after 
an altercation with Vancou¬ 
ver defender Paul Nelson. 

The Whitecaps capitalized 
on their two-man advantage 
gter with Bobby Lenarduzzi 
blasting Vancouver's fourth 
goal from 15 yards out. 

The Whitecaps were called 
for 10 fouls while Toronto was 
given 12 and cautioned by 
DTppolito several times for 
hard tackling. 

Vancouver goalkeeper Phil 
Parkes made three saves In 
earning the shutout, the 


toughest save coming at the 
close of the first half. Parkes 
deflected a free-kick by 
forward Ivan Lukacevlc over 
the net. 

Bilecki stopped seven shots 
in the Toronto net. 

In other first round games 
Wednesday, defending cham¬ 
pion New York Cosmos 
slammed Seattle Sounders 5- 
2 and Fort Lauderdale Strik¬ 
ers eased by New England 
Tea Men 3-1. 

Bill Ronson scored with 
help from George Nanchoff 
at 72:23 to give the Strikers 
the game. 

The Strikers will continue 
in the playoff series against 
Detroit on Sunday at Fort 
Lauderdale. 

Attendance at the opening 
playoff game was 18,672. 

Vladislav Bogicevic scored 
a pair of goals, one on a fluke 
shot and another on a beauti¬ 
ful header, leading the Cos¬ 


mos to their win over the 
Sounders. 

Bogicevic, the oft-maligned 
Yugoslavian midfielder, 
opened the scoring at 39:32 
after the Cosmos repeatedly 
had been frustrated by the 
spectacular goal keeping of 
Tony Chunky.

Crown counsel Gordon MacDonald told the court he 
had been informed by Judge William Ostler, chief Judge in 
the VictorUl provincial court, that arrangements could be 
made for a special judge to hear the preliminary and that 
the hearing could take place during one week in October, 
two weeks in November and two wfeek* in December or It 
could begin next January.

provide "a secure environ¬ 
ment. . .in which the patients 
could enjoy some freedom 
without wandering away and 
into danger." 

The brief also asks for pub 
lie transport changes to make 
it more convenient for the 
elderly and handicapped. 

It suggests subsidies for 
people who use private vehi 
cles to transport the elderly 
and handicapped.

Esquimalt says no to library leasing 


Plans lo relocate the cen¬ 
tral Victoria library in a new 
building received a serious 
setback Wednesday night 
when Esquimalt council re¬ 
jected the proposal. 

The proposed move from 
the present location at Blan- 
shard and Yates to a new 
B.C. Buildings Corporation 
location on Broughton wouid 
have expanded the library 
from 36,000 to 50,000 square 
feet. 

But a preference for a li¬ 
brary of their own, and the 
effect of the proposal* on tax¬ 
payers, led Esquimalt aider- 
man. including Greater Vic¬ 
toria Library board member 


Larry Mann, to defeat the 
proposal 4-3. 

The vote virtually kills the 

r iresent proposal to move the 
ibrary, although that has 
happened before. Recreation 
and Conservation Minister 
Sam Bawlf made a tentative 
offer of 1400,000 from the re¬ 
creational facilities fund two 
weeks ago to sweeten the pot 
for the four core municipali¬ 
ties, which must all agree to 
the move, when it appeared it 
was in danger. 

As outlined by library 
board chairman Gordon Hut¬ 
cheson. the proposal would 
not only increase total floor 
space by 40 per cent, but by 
using It more efficiently, put* 


lie space would be increased 
97 per cent, and public seat¬ 
ing by 215 per cent. 

Rent on the building would 
be $412,500 a year, or $8.25 a 
square foot, Hutcheson said. 
Current new office space in 
the downtown area is being 
leased for $14 a square foot, 
he noted. 

The lease would be guaran¬ 
teed at that rate for 10 years, 
with a provision for arbitra¬ 
tion if the library and BCBC 
could not agree on an equit¬ 
able rate after that period, 
Hutcheson said. 

He produced other figures 
showing that per capita li¬ 
brary use in Victoria is the 
highest among cities of com¬ 


parable size in Canada, while 
per capita costs are the sec¬ 
ond lowest. ** 

But aldermen remained 
adamant that owning their 
own building was preferable 
to leasing, and expressed 
concern about the effect the 
move would have on Esqui¬ 
malt. Figures produced by 
the library board Indicated 
that the additional per capita 
cost to Esquimalt in 1979 
would be $2.39 higher if the 
library were to move. 

Aid. Barry Gilbert noted 
that the boost would be just 
one of several facing Es¬ 
quimalt taxpayers. A new 
public safety building for the 
municipality, increased cost 


of public transit with the for¬ 
mation of the Urban Tran¬ 
sit Authority, the cost of the 
new hospital, and the phasing 
in of further property tax in¬ 
creases were almost certain 
to raise taxes in the future. 

Mann said he had support¬ 
ed the proposal In principle 
last year with the provision 
that the provincial govern¬ 
ment would pay a grant of $12 
a square foot on the property. 
That has not materialized, 
and Bawlf's $400,000 Is not 
enough to compensate, Mann 
said. 

He suggested that leasing 
the space now would in prac¬ 
tice commit the library to 
permanent tenancy of the 


building, and said the library 
board should take advantage 
of library construction funds 
available through the federal 
government. 

Mayor Art Young made a 
last-ditch effort to sway some 
votes by noting that the ac¬ 
tual additional cost to Esqui¬ 
malt taxpayers, after the fed- 
eral government's 
contribution to the tax base 
had been considered, would 
be in the order of only $12,000 
a year. 

Oak Bay and Saanich, 
where taxes are higher, have 
both supported the proposal, 
which he called "the last op¬ 
portunity we have of getting a 
new central library.” 


“You can’t have a good 
branch library (in Esqui¬ 
malt) unless you have a good 
central library," he added 
Hutcheson said after the 
meeting that he was disap¬ 
pointed with the result, and 
particularly that a member 
of the library* board had voted 
against the proposal, which 
was actually less costly than 
the proposal which Esqui¬ 
mau had approved in princi¬ 
ple last year by a vote of 6-1. 

In spite of the defeat the 
board still intends to meet 
Victoria City council today to 
discuss the proposal. 

"They can always recon¬ 
sider,” he said of Esquimalt 
council. 


Open bidding 


supporters 
win debate

The Capital Region Board s 
executive committee was 
stymied Wednesday in an en¬ 
deavor to let a $690,006 con¬ 
tract to Wheaton Construc¬ 
tion Ltd. without going to 


The idea was to enter into a 
client architect agreement 
and construction contract for 
renovations to the region gov¬ 
ernment's existing premises 
and to a newly-acquired 
building at 534 Yates. 

The board agreed to a $69. 
ooe contract with architects 
Siddail Dennis Warner. 

Executive director Dennis 
Young said the proposed 
agreement with the contrac¬ 
tor would result in savings, 
partly because the firm had 
examined the building and 
had been able to give an esti¬ 
mate for renovations without 
building in a cushion to guard 
against hidden costs. In addi¬ 
tion, the region would be able 
to start work immediately, 
whereas if tenders were 
called it would mean about a 
two-month delay. In the 
meantime, the region was 
paying some $4,000 a month 
in rent to accommodate staff 
due to move into the new 
building, and there would be 
higher interest costs if the 
board missed a Municipal Fi¬ 
nance Authority bond issue 
this fall and had to go to the 
bank for interim financing. 

Victoria Aid. William Tin¬ 
dall said he had been over the 
building with the architects 
and had not been convinced 
that concern over possible 
hidden costs was justified. 
He felt normal procedures 
should be followed. 

!Sooke representative 
Charles Perkins disagreed. 

It was far better, he said, to 
have a contractor who had 
been pre-selected and had 
apecific knowledge of the 
project which enabled him to 
reach a figure for the work at 
perhaps a more favorable fig- 

f ? than one which an out- 
ie contractor might reach 
he had to allow for every* 
ssible contingency. 

Victoria Aid. John Hayes, 
an alternate director on the 
board, said he was a little 


worried that the region would 
be moving into new buildings 
at a time when a provincial 
government study group was 
about to report on the entire 
status of regional districts. “I 
think it is premature to go 
ahead with an extensive 
project of this nature while 
the fate of regional districts 
is undecided." 

He pointed out that the 
project will give the region 
about 9.000 square feel of 
space for a total cost, in¬ 
cluding the purchase price of 
the building, of about $900,- 
000 

Young said the price in¬ 
cluded renovations to other 
buildings beside the new 
one. 

Board chairman James 
Campbell said the decisions 
to buy the building and do 
renovations had already been 
made and the only question 
still to be considered was the 
route to be taken in letting the 
contract. 

Saanich Aid. John Mika 
said that while it was pos¬ 
sible the proposed contract 
was a slightly cheaper way of 
proceeding it did not take into 
consideration the cost of loss 
of public confidence. 

"The board is under attack 
from vested interests in the 
political arena.” he said. 

"Then there is the unfortu¬ 
nate situation at Clover Point 
which has shaken public con¬ 
fidence.” 

Mika said that if the board 
were to decide to depart from 
tradition by not calling for 
tenders in order to save a 
few dollars the cost had to be 
considered in terms of public 
confidence. 

"That is an additional cost 
that has to be considered and 
that makes this too expensive 
for me to support.” 

Campbell said the board 
had not objected when con¬ 
tracts were let without tender 
for the Sooke and Panorama 
recreation centres, and the 
new Saanich fireball is also 
being built without a call for 
tenders. 

He felt the method pro¬ 
posed would be the most ef¬ 
fective and efficient. 

Sidney Aid. Jerry Tregas- 
kis pointed out that Wheaton 
already has his particular 
knowledge of the project and 
if it went to tender he could 
still pass along that knowl¬ 
edge in his bid. The figure he 
was proposing was public 
knowledge that other bidden 
would have.

Saanich buys back 
property it traded 


Saanich council has agreed 
to pay $61,000 to re acquire 
three lots it traded last year 
with a developer. 

The decision was taken at 
an in-camera session after 
Tuesday's council meeting 
and the announcement was 
made Wednesday by Mayor 
Mel Couvelier. 

The property, at Douglas 
and Cameo, was to have been 
developed residentially but 
plans were stalled because of 
indecision on a highways 
ministry proposal for a major 


trattlc artery between Pat 
cia Bay Highway and north 
Quadra. 

One of the developers, 
Wedgewood Enterprises, ac¬ 
quired title to the property 
through a land swap with the 
municipality. In return Saan¬ 
ich obtained land for a park 
at Christmas Hill. 

Because of the delay in 
reaching a decision on the 
road link, Saanich has been 
unable to approve or deny the 
company's application for 
building permits. 


Spokesmen for Douglas 
Hawkes Ltd., 990 Blanshard 
Street and Chew Excavating, 
which have financial inter¬ 
ests in Wedgewood. asked 
council last week to either 
give immediate permission 
to develop the lots or buy 
back the land "at our cost." 

Chew Excavating is par¬ 
ticularly concerned about 
protecting its $500,000 invest¬ 
ment in the Woodhall subdi¬ 
vision of which the Cameo 
trade arrangement is a part. 


The Victoria Symphony So¬ 
ciety will get an additional 
$10,009 grant from the Capi¬ 
tal Region Board to help off¬ 
set an estimated $107,000 defi¬ 
cit. 

The money will be in addi¬ 
tion to a $53,000 grant made 
earlier this year. 

The money will come from 
a one-tenth of a mill levy 
throughout the region, which 
board members can give to 
special causes. 

Earlier during the Wednes¬ 
day meeting, board members 
had been told they had failed 
in their bid to take over from 
the inter-municipal commit¬ 
tee the right to give grants, 
after five municipalities had 
refused to agree to proposed 
letters patent. 

«■ 

EsquimafYO^layor Art 
Young said he had been going 
to vote against the special 
grant on general principles, 
but he felt the refusal to 
give the region authority over 
grant-givTng made it im¬ 
moral for more money to 
be given away. 

The symphony, he said, 
had been given $25,000 in 1976 
by the inter-municipal com¬ 
mittee, but last year had 
approached the region for a 
grant and got $50,000. That 
amount was increased by six 
per cent this year. 

The symphony then went to 
the four core municipalities 
— 4q> e ven more money, which 
was refused, and then had 
come back to the region. 

Saanich Aid. John Mika, in 
a long speech in defence of 
the symphony, said it was 
Important to support it at 
this particular time. 

He said efforts were being 
made to expand Victoria's 
economic base by building a 
convention and cultural arts 
centre. 

The symphony had been 
remarkably successful in 
achieving a status far beyond 
that expected in a city of this 
size and had helped bring 
about a flowering of other 
cultural activities, thus mak¬ 
ing it possible to bring a new 
economic stimulus to the 
community. 

The symphony, he acknow¬ 
ledged, has a deficit, but was 
making efforts to retrench 
^and become more market¬ 
conscious and to obtain more 
revenue from other sources. 

The $10,000 would be in the 
nature of a gesture for this 
year only. 

"But we are thinking in 
terms of trying to cash in on 
it, and this is the wrong time 


to see the goose go while we 
are trying to figure out how 
many golden eggs it will 

lay." 

Board chairman James 
Campbell said he was pre¬ 
pared to recognize some re¬ 
sponsibility to the symphony 
this time only In spite of the 
municipal vote against put¬ 
ting the region into the grant- 
distribution business. "Then 
I am inclined to say that will 
be the end of it. There will be 
no more consideration of 
grants by the regional board 
for any other purpose unless 


our support is actively sought 
by the core municipalities." 

Young said he could not see 
why the symphony should be 
put in a special category and 
given a grant. 

The decision to give the 
money was followed by a 
strong recommendation that 
the symphony should have an 
independent appraisal made 
of its present operation. 

Victoria Aid. William Tin¬ 
dall said he thought the pro¬ 
vincial government would 
put up the $5,000 to $7,000 for 
such an appraisal. 


Powers multiply 
under Mika plan 

Undeterred by the refusal of five municipalities to 
allow the Capital Region District to extend its powers 
to include grant distribution, the executive committee 
is going to study a suggestion that it take over the 
Greater Victoria Water Board, the library, grants, and 
possibly other functions. 

The idea was referred to the committee W'ednes- 
day after Saanich Aid. John Mika had said one reason 
for the defeat of the grant proposition was that only the 
one proposal was examined. 

"I think that along with grants there are two other 
functions in some considerable disarray in this region 
and perhaps a package approach might be considered 
by the executive committee,” Mika said. 

The water board, he said was owned by a minority 
of water users and this caused a great deal of difficulty 
in some parts of the region. 

"In the library situation we are getting into the 
worst of jackpots,” he said. 

His proposal that the executive committee consid¬ 
er the feasibility of asking for a letters package for 
several functions was endorsed by the board. 


Cooler weather 
for weekend 


Cooler temperatures and 
some cloudy skies are fore¬ 
cast for Greater Victoria 
today through Sunday. 

A low-pressure system off¬ 
shore has caused gradual 
cooling of the air mass aloft, 
and a shift in the wind direc¬ 
tion, from northeasterly to 
westerly, has brought the 
cool ocean air over Vancou¬ 
ver Island. 

Comparisons of tempera 
ture highs in Victoria and 
around the Island for Tues¬ 
day and Wednesday reflect 
the cooling trend. 

Victoria’s high tempera¬ 
ture for Wednesday was 25 
compared with Tuesday's 


high of 31. Tofino dropped to 
18 Wednesday from a Tues¬ 
day high of 31. 

Lower temperatures were 
reported at other Island 
centres: Nanaimo was down 
to 30 alter Tuesday’s high of 
35. Comox had a high of 28 
after 32 Tuesday, and Port 
Hardy was down to 17 after 
Tuesday’s high of 22. 

The weather office at Pat 
Bay also said there is the 
chance of occasional shower 
or thundershower activity on 
the Island, but not enough 
precipitation is forecast to 
defuse the explosive situation 
in area forests. 


Academy long condemned but still in use today

The old St. Ann’s Academy building on Humboldt Street 
was condemned as a fire hazard in 1970 and remains "one of 
the biggest headaches” for Victoria Fire Chief Eric Sim¬ 
mons. 

"I got my first grey hairs from St. Ann’s when it was 
still a school for girls,” Simmons said Wednesday. "You 
may not believe me, but I used to lie awake at night 
worrying about it." 

PROVINCIAL FIRE marshal Henry Jenns, based in 
Vancouver, may not have the same nightmares as Simmons 
but he says he agrees that the historic building is a threat to 
whoever works in it. 

• When Fire Chief Simmons wrote a letter stating that 
the building should not be occupied, I agreed with his recom 
mendatioo I still agree.” Jenns said in an interview. 

Simmons had his first qualms about St. Ann's in the late 


1960s and objected to continued use when the provincial gov¬ 
ernment took the building over in 1972. 

SHORTLY AFTER the takeover, government depart¬ 
ments moved in to the old girls’ school. The education 
ministry was the main occupant 

"I wrote to the people in public works at the time saying 
that we could not go along with their proposed occupancy 
use,” Simmons said. "They told me they were sorry but they 
needed the space. That’s the way it is. All we can do is tell 
them the place is a fire hazard, but we can’t make them 
conform." 

Jenns reluctantly subscribes to that view. 

"All 1 can do is support the fire chief and tell the 
government the present use of the building is hazardous," he 
said. "They listen to me. But they don’t have to do anything 
else.” 

JOHN PITCHER, president of the B.C. Buildings Cor¬ 
poration and now the "owners and operators” of the acade¬ 
my, agrees with both fire prevention officials 

"We are well aware of the problems,” Pitcher said 
Wednesday. "The main tenant there now is the ministry of 
education and we are trying. In co-operation with ministry 
officials, to find alternate accommodation for them. But 


that isn’t easy because there isn’t a building in Victoria big 
enough to satisfy their needs.” 

WHAT WILL HAPPEN to St. Ann’s Academy if and 
when education is found a new home? 

"That’s a difficult question.” Pitcher said. "It would 
probably fall into the heritage class but just what it could be 
used for. I don’t know. I do know that it would cost far more 
money to bring the building up to acceptable building code 
and safety standards than it would to build a new building. 

"To bring the present building up to existing code stan¬ 
dards wouid be prohibitive." 

When asked if that means St. Ann’s Academy would 
vanish once education moves out, Pitcher said be couldn't 
answer that question.. 

“There may be a possible use for the building in a 
culturally-oriented context.” Pitcher said. “But the minis 
ter of recreation and conservation could probably say more 
about that than I can." 

THE MINISTER, Sam Bawlf, is on vacation, but before 
he left Victoria over the weekend he said he had 'some Ideas 
on St. Ann's Academy .. but I need n lot of help.” He 
declined further comment until the autumn 


Pitcher would only say that It might be possible to bring 
a section of the old building up to building code standards 
while leaving the bulk of the old Catholic school as just a 
heritage building. 

"But I’m only guessing at that,” he said. "It could be a 
possibility." 

When it was suggested that the building might be 
adapted to become a new regional district library’. Pitcher 
said he didn't think the floors would have the "strength to 
carry* the books.” 

FIRE CHIEF Simmons was blunter. He said he 
wouldn’t object to the books being in the old academy, "but 
I’ll never agree to it being people-oriented in its present 
condition. The building Is not safe." 

Simmons said be knew his stand on old buildings was not 
popular, "but I have the safety of the city and the citizens as 
my chief responsibility. 

"Saving old buildings for historic and cultural purposes 
is fine. But those buildings should never become a danger to 
life, limb and other property,” he added 

"And as she stands today, St. Ann’s Academy is (a 
danger). I put that in writing some years ago and I haven’t 
changed my mind."

Dear Dr. TboMesoa: I am 
W. A foot doctor says about 70 
per cent of my toenails are 
infected and damaged exten¬ 
sively by fungus. He recom¬ 
mends removal of all nails to 
prevent further damage. Is 
this nail removal necessary? 
Would this interfere with my 
walking, etc.? — J.A.L. 

Often, infection that goes 
rampant will necessitate re¬ 
moving the nail plate back to 
where it joins the skin. If 
there is pus under the nails 
removal is usually required. 
In certain fungal infections 
the source may be in the gas- 
triointestinal tract, so oral 
medicines (as nystatin) can 


be taken. Extensive oral and 
local medication should be 
tried before removal of the 
nails. 

The nail beds have to be 
protected after removal of 
the nail plates, and there may 
be some disability involved. 
You should be able to get 
around on a limited basis 
until the tenderness sub¬ 
sides.

Both can produce red 
ness and pus. The type “bug” 
is important, the strep germ 
being notorious for causing 
secondary problems such as 
rheumatic fever.

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Maine trumpets corn history 


FULL MEASURE OF FOOD VALUE FOR /OUR FOOD DOLLAR

PORTLAND, MAINE—The 
Maine Historical Society here 
has In Its possession the first 
can of corn packed by the 
Portland Packing Company 
circa 1850. The can is black 
with age but still intact. The 
process for hermetically 
sealing green vegetables In 
cans originated In this city 
well over 100 years ago, when 
Nathan Winslow started his 
experiments. By 1848 he had 
started packaging green corn 
and by 1875 the Portland 
Packing Company was the 
largest canning company in 
the world. Naturally, green 
com and Maine lobster were 
the first canned products and 
markets for them were found 
all over the world. Maine 
green corn was actually 
eaten on top of the Pyra¬ 
mids! 

Until about 1900, all corn 
grown in the United States 
was just about the same as it 
was when the Indians first 
Introduced it to the settlers 
and taught them to parch and 
pound it for com breads and 
porridge. They also boiled It 
and ate it from the cob, or 
mixed It with beans to make 
“misickquatash” (succo¬ 
tash). 

This was an important au¬ 
tumn dish in my own child¬ 
hood. Most succotash recipes 
call for lima beans which are 
abundant at the same time as 
the late com. 

Another dish that made 
school lunch hours a happy 
eating experience was Maine 
Com Chowder. Many women 
in my native village worked 
for a few weeks each summer 
in the “corn-factory,” where 
Maine cream-style com was 
packed, and it is this type of 
com that makes the richest 
chowder.

I 
lost my figure and hated my¬ 
self, but I kept eating. Can 
you imagine all this happen¬ 
ing to a girl who was con¬ 
sidered “popular” and 
“smart” in high school? 

Our terrible marriage 
ended after 3 1 * years. I was 
lucky to meet a fine man 
who married me and was 
willing to accept my daugh¬ 
ter. She is now 13 years old, in 
junior high, and I'm working 
hard to be a good mother.

Every summer, many warm-heart¬ 
ed gardeners make a practice of send¬ 
ing some of their finest blooms by mail 
to friends or relatives in other cities. 
This Is a most thoughtful gesture, and I 
think more of us would adopt the prac¬ 
tice If we realized how much pleasure a 
box of flowers can bring to folks living in 
suites and apartments in the heart of a 
city. 

Some of these parcels arrive in ex 
cellent condition. Some of the shipped 
flowers are so wilted they cannot be 
revived. Some kinds can’t survive the 
strain of shipping and should never have 
been selected for posting. 

Generally speaking, flowers for 
mailing should be gathered before they 
are fully opened, but don’t cut them too 
young, for a tight, underdeveloped bud 
will often refuse to open at all. 

Flowers that have petals which 
bruise easily are best picked just before 
the buds open, and in some cases, where 
the buds are still protected by sepals. 
These include poppies, iris, godetia and 
nasturtiums — which are not half as 
fragile as they look. 

Most of the daisy-like flowers are 
best gathered just as they begin to open 
and before the bees get at the central 
disc. The perennial aster is one excep¬ 


tion to this rule — the stems won’t take 
up water properly until the tiny florets 
in the central disc are well developed. 

If you can trust the recipient to look 
after the flowers properly Immediately 
after the parcel is opened, I think it is 
best not to give them a drink before 
sending them on their journey. Flowers 
packed immdiately after being gath 
ered do not become bruised or damaged 
as easily as those which are stiff, brittle 
and turgid with water. This is particu¬ 
larly true of gladiolus — tlfty ship better 
when just a little on the limp side 

On arrival, a bit of the lower stem 
should be cut off and the flowers placed 
in deep water to revive. If the stems are 
soft and floppy, the whole bunch can be 
bundled together and wrapped with 
paper or foil to hold them straight, then 
plunged up to their necks in the bucket 
of cool water to drink their fill. 

When turgid, they can be arranged 
in fresh water. A little Floralife or 
Vitonex in the water will add several 
days to their life. 

See that your shipping box is not too 
large, for you don’t want your flowers 
rattling around inside. 

Fill it by arranging one layer in the 
bottom, then the next layer right on top 


of the first but top to tail, continuing ini 
this way until the box is full and the? 
blooms packed in just tight enough sw 
they cannot shift in transit. The be*£ 
packing material for flowers is moM» 
flowers, although it is permissible u£ 
line the box with crumbled white lift'* 
sue. !

People talk about averages and odds 
all the time, but it is simply amazing 
how few understand even the basics of a- 
statistical system. No doubt this is one 
reason that professional gamblers do so 
well: They never “gamble” in the loose 
sense of the word, but always go with 
the odds. 

I have run into experienced — but 
hardly winning — bridge players who 
cannot solve this simple problem: If the 
chance of one finesse succeeding is. as 
we know, 50 per cent, what is the chance 
of one out of two finesses succeeding? 
The answer is 75 pe- cent, but hardly 
any can work it out in a reasonable 
length of time. 

A few years ago. an undergraduate 
course in statistics offered this problem 
to two classes totalling 95 students. 
About three-quarters of these college 
students got it wrong. 

A certain town is served by two hospi- 




tals. In the larger hospital, about 45 
babies are bom each day. and in the 
smaller hospital about 15. As we know, 
about 50 per cent of all babies are boys, 
although the exact percentage varies 
from day to day. sometimes higher, and 
sometimes lower. 

Now, for a period of one year, each 
hospital recorded the days on which 
more than 60 per cent of the babies bom 
were boys. Which hospital do you think 
recorded more such days? 

Exactly 21 students chose the larger 
hospital, and exactly 21 chose the 
smaller hospital, while 53 replied that 
the number would be about the same, or 
within five per cent of each other. What 
is your answer? 

Anyone who knows aything about 
“sample size” would immediately re¬ 
spond “the smaller hospital.” Yet most 
students judged the probability of ob¬ 
taining more than 80 per cent boys to be 
the same in both hospitals because these 
events are described by the same statis¬ 


tics and thus seem equally represents 
tive of the general proportion of births 
But consider. You are throwing up a 
penny 10 times. Then you are throwing 
up a penny 100 times. If you throw it 
only 10 times, it may come up heads six 
or seven or eight times. But with 100 
tosses, it approaches more closely to 
50-50. And with 10,000 tosses, it is almost 
exactly even. The smaller the sample, 
the more distorted the result. 

Ergo, as we used to say at Boy’s 
Latin, the smaller the number of births, 
the more likely that 60 per cent of boys 
(or girls) will be bom on more days. The 
larger the sample, (he truer to absolute 
probability (though beyond a certain 
point, more numbers do not matter ) 
Statistics take a terrible beating 
from people, and. of course, can easil> 
be used to manipulate figures and per 
vert the facts. But we should be on 
guard that our native intuitions are not 
reliable guides to the odds and start 
using our heads more than our tails.

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Superstition is irrational 
behavior, dressed in a garb 
which gives it rational ap¬ 
pearance. Instead of exer¬ 
cising the divine gift of rea¬ 
son and intelligent insight 
we victimize ourselves by ir¬ 
rational thought. It is some¬ 
times easier and less taxing 
to blame our failure on 
“forces” outside of our power 
— we escape the torments of 
reason, which after all. is an¬ 
other way of defining con¬ 
science. We falsely blame our 
lack of success upon the 
empty bottles we may have 
passed that day on the way to 
the office. We feared, doubt 
ed, "escaped” from reality or 
shunned responsibility — and 
thus failed. The empty 
bottles, however, are a more 
convenient reason for “ex¬ 
plaining” the failure we re¬ 
fuse to think about or bear on 
our own shoulders. 

To cut through much of our 
confusion, a word of clarifi¬ 
cation is necessary about the 


difference between the ratio¬ 
nal, the irrational and the 
non-rational activities of 
man. Psychologists would 
agree with theologians that 
not all of man’s behavior is 
susceptible to reasonable 
analysis. If it were, there 
could be no love or compas¬ 
sion, for these are not aspects 
of man’s rational behavior — 
they emerge, rather, from 
the non-rational realm of our 
being. Man is more than a 
“reasonable animal”; he is a 
feeling as well as a thinking 
creature. Without the emo¬ 
tional dimension in our life, 
we could not survive, for the 
prose of human existence 
must be blended with its po¬ 
etry. Pascal was profound¬ 
ly right when he suggested: 
“The heart hath its reasons 
which Reason doth not 
know.” 

We must avoid confusing 
the non-rational. poetical as¬ 
pects of human life with 
downright irrational be¬ 


havior. Irrationality is not 
only the enemy of reason, it 
also perverts emotion. Some 
people are literally capable 
of “loving their neighbors” to 
death — an irrational use of 
good sentiment. Those who 
pervert their emotions in 
ways which destroy reality 
create disharmony and make 
nonsense out of w hat could be 
healthy and sound emotional 
feeling. 

While perfectly willing to 
accept the non-rational as 
normal and useful, high reli¬ 
gion is the enemy of irratio¬ 
nality. A truly spiritual ap¬ 
proach to life requires that 
men become aware of their 
own good powers and exploit 
this awareness in the service 
of the good, the true and the 
beautiful. To believe in God, 
therefore, cannot suggest • 
belief In the utter powerless¬ 
ness of man. 

To believe In God, men 
must demonstrate an aware¬ 
ness that Nature operates ac¬ 


cording to plan To believe 
in God is to destroy the ms 
sion of ancient idolatry that 
the world is populated tif 
spirits, demons, forces oj 
fates which act capriciously* 
controlling the universe if} 
ways not susceptible to law . 

To believe in God is to s^J 
that wq also have faith in 
man; that man is capable of 
enlarging his reasoning 
powers, increasingly to un¬ 
derstand the laws by which 
the universe is governed** 
even though he many not al¬ 
ways plumb its deepest se- 
crets. 

We may not be able to ex* 
plain fully why we love those 
whom we do; always, a mys¬ 
tery enshrouds love and it* 
final and ultimate signifi¬ 
cance may elude us. But this 
should not suggest that be¬ 
cause we cannot understand 
it completely, we must not 
love. The existence of mys¬ 
tery in the universe is what 
makes us men and not god>

Loto Canada, in its rush to 
beat its provincial rivals, had 
already awarded a 824-mil¬ 
lion contract to an American 
firm without calling tenders, 
in apparent disregard of Ot¬ 
tawa's own advice to buy Ca¬ 
nadian. 

Soon there will be be two 
sets of computer terminals to 
register tickets, where one 
set of terminals might have 

ifficed. There are sugges¬ 
tions that Loto Canada's 

imputer terminals could be 
used for off-track betting, 
should this be legalized. 

Loto-Quebec president 
Jean-Marc Lafailie says he 
expects ticket sales in the 
6-36 lottery to top $70 million 
this year. Buyers of 6-36 
tickets pick any six numbers 
from one to 36. and win prizes 
if they guess at least four of 
the numbers picked in the 
weekly draw . 

Government-run lotteries 
in Canada are a Sl-billion-a- 
year business, w ith Loto Can¬ 
ada. successor to the Olym¬ 
pic Lottery, accounting for 
about 30 per cent. 

Nine of the provinces have 
asked Ottawa to disband its 
lottery by the end of 1979. 
when the legislation creating 
it expires. 

So far the other provinces 
have not reacted as strongly 
as British Columbia, which 
has asked its lottery agents 
not to sell Loto Canada 
tickets. 

Loto Canada used to share 
booths w ith Loto-Quebec, but 
when the provincial lottery 
objected to the huge posters 
Loto Canada displayed at the 
booths, the federal lottery 
said it would set up its own 
booths. 

“It will cost what it may, 
but we’ll rent space and build 
booths to hold onto our share 
of the market.” said Ray¬ 
mond Beauchemin, director 
of public relations for Loto 
Canada. 

“Lotteries are an immense 
shortcake with dozens of 
strawberries. We intend to 
take some of them.” 

The Quebec cabinet has 
given Loto-Quebec perm is 
sion to negotiate with Ontario 
and the western provinces to 
join their interprovincial lot¬ 
tery, called The Provincial, 
with $5 tickets and ll-million 
first prizes.

Sergei Kauzov has denied reports that his 10-day-old 
marriage to Greek shipping magnate Christina Onassis is 
on the rocks, and says he expects her to return to 
Moscow soon. 

The 27-year-old daughter of the late Aristotle Oaassis flew 
to Athens last Saturday to attend to urgent business for 10 
days, said one of her relatives in Greece. 

She is said to be upset by published reports that her 
new husband—her third in seven years—was a member 
of the Soviet secret police. Sources close to her family said 
she was having second thoughts about the marriage. 

Charles Sobhraj, considered one of the most dangerous 
men in Asia, was sentenced Wednesday in New Delhi to 
seven years’ hard labor for the fatal drugging of a 
French tourist two years ago. Authorities say Sobhraj head 
ed a drugging-and-murder ring that preyed on young 
tourists and is alleged to have killed as many as a dozen 
people in India, Nepal, Iran, Pakistan, Thailand and Sin¬ 
gapore. In the same case. Marie Andree Leclerc of 
Levis. Que., and lean Dhuisme of France were ac¬ 
quitted of drugging and robbing Luke Sotoman. 29, who 
died two days later.

‘Recall of lawyers 
likely to be high’ 


NEW YORK (AP>—Unit¬ 
ed States Chief Justice War- , 
ren Burger said Wednesday 
that U.S. law schools were 
not training their students 
adequately and that if law¬ 
yers, like automobiles, were 
subject to recall, 4> the recall 
rate would be very high in¬ 
deed.” 

Burger told the American 
Bar Association national con¬ 
vention, “We cannot escape 
the fact that a consensus has 
now emerged that we must do 
more in the educational pro¬ 
cess of lawyers.” 

He suggested the bar 
should adopt lawyer intern 
programs similar to those 
used in the medical profess¬ 
ions. 

Burger touched off a brief 
but heated debate within the 
legal profession last Febru¬ 
ary when he charged that as 
many as half of all U.S. trial 
lawyers were incompetently 


representing their clients. 

“We now have that consen¬ 
sus, namely that the quality 
of advocacy in our trial 
courts falls short of what it 
should be to protect the inter¬ 
ests of the consumers of jus¬ 


tice,” he told the associa¬ 
tion. 

“We must require some 
form of internship before 
lawyers can claim a right to 
represent clients in the trial 
courts.”

EDMONTON — Swimmer Graham Smith of 
Edmonton and gymnast Philip Delesalle of Vic¬ 
toria led Canada through another gold-filled day 
at the 11th Commmonwealth Games NVednes 
day. 

Smith became the first athlete to w in six gold 
medals in the history of the Games as Canada 
won the swimming competition for the first time. 
Delesalle captured his second gold medal as 
Canada completed a sweep of the gymnastics 
competition. 

Smith started the day with four gold 
medals,and he made it five by winning the 
100-metre breaststroke. A record-breaking six 
came in helping the medley relay team to vic¬ 
tory in the final swim event of the Games. 

Delesalle won the men's individual all round 
gymnastics competition to give Canada its 
fourth gymnastics gold medal. 

Lang offers 
new formula 


The weather and fire haz¬ 
ard has Idled about 10,000 
forest workers, while another 
2.200 are fighting the blazes, 
with the cost of the effort 
approaching an estimated $9 
million. 

Three air tankers, a heli¬ 
copter and about 40 men were 
battling late Wednesday to 
contain a stubborn and fast¬ 
spreading forest fire some 30 
to 40 miles north of Jordan 
River. 

A forest service spokes¬ 
man said the blaze w as only 
about a half acre in size when 
discovered Tueday but had 
spread through about 12 
acres by Wednesday night. 
Fanned by winds, it was 
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burning along a ridge of vir¬ 
gin timber about half a mile 
west of the Diversion Reser¬ 
voir. 

By sundown clouds of 
smoke were drifting over the 
Malahat. a development that 
brought numerous phone 
calls to police within Greater 
Victoria. 

The forest serv ice believes 
the fire was started by light¬ 
ning last week but that it 
took some time to develop. It 
was the major blaze Wednes¬ 
day on the southern part of 
Vancouver Island, although 
forest rangers say there have 
been as many as 56 since the 
woods became tinder dry in 
the prolonged hot spell. 

A forest service spokesman 
said there was no immediate 
thought of closing Island 
forests to the public, although 
travellers were being advised 
to stay out of the heavy 
growth. 

Where parks are con¬ 
cerned, there have been par¬ 
tial and complete closures. 
The spokesman said it was 
interesting to note there had 
been no new fires in Easf 
Sooke Park since It was 
closed to the public several 
days ago. 

The holiday weekend alone 
resulted in 527 new fires re¬ 
ported. although most were 
extinguished quickly. 

Most regions of B.C. have 
received less rainfall this 
>ear than experienced during 
some of B.C.’s worst fire 
years, in 1958, 1961 and 1971. 
the forest ministry said. Dur¬ 
ing those years the January - 
July precipitation totals for 
major interior centres 
amounted to 2,400 mm in 
1961, 2.300 in 1971. and 2.000 in 
1958. This year, the total is 
less than 1.800 mm. 

The Kamloops district, 
with 180 fires burning Tues¬ 
day. has been one of the har¬ 
dest hit areas in B.C., w ith no 
rain since July 16, although 
none of the fires threatened 
populated areas. More light 
ning storms are forecast for 
the district. 

“We’ve just about reached 
the limits in that area. Every¬ 
one is already working flat 
out on the fires that started 
on the weekend,” Russ 
Campbell of the forest pro¬ 
tection division said Wednes¬ 
day. 

The 597 fires still burning 
Tuesday indicate that “we re 
hanging on." Campbell said. 
The total the previous day 
was 602, and the day before 
that 714. About 50 new fires 
had been spotted on Wednes¬ 
day. Campbell said, but more 
had been put out. 

Rainfall on the north coast 
had significantly aided fire¬ 
fighting efforts there. Camp¬ 
bell said. A 7.000-acre blaze in 
the Kitimat area was 
thoroughly doused by more 
than 70 millimetres or rain on

Richard Deal spreads a blanket, plugs in his electronic 
equipment and—adorned in swimming trunks—opens his 
under-the-sun commodity exchange “office.” 

He is 50 metres from his North Side highrise apart 
ment overlooking Lake Michigan. 

An extension cord provides power for a television set and 
a video terminal that catches signals from a special anten- 
^ na and flashes up-to-the-second commodity prices from 
the Chicago Mercantile Exchange and Board of Trade. 

Deal. 48. seemingly serene behind sunglasses, has two 
telephones at his side for constant contact with his broker 
from the opening of trade at 8:40 a.m. until the board 
closes at 1:25 p.m. Then he takes a walk and a swim in 
the lake, and perhaps plays a round of golf 
“This is the life,” says Deal. “It’s really a rehabili¬ 
tation program. In December. 1 had three heart attacks 


one right after the other and was given only a 20 per cent 
chance of making it. Being on the beach may not be as ef¬ 
fective as being in the pit. but it’s a lot easier than getting in 
the car and driving to the exchange.”

Under the joint venture, 
U.S. fishermen will catch 
hake and deliver it to Soviet 
processing vessels, with the 
final product to be delivered 
to Vladivostok. 

The state department and 
the U.S. fisheries service ap¬ 
proved the permit under leg 
islation passed by Congress v* 
last week. 

The measure permits for¬ 
eign processors to handle any 
fish taken within the 200-mile 
limit if U.S. processors can¬ 
not handle it.

EDMONTON (CP) — Graham Smith is to the 1978 
Commonwealth Games what Mark Spitz was to the 
1972 Olympics. 

Spitz stunned the world by winning a record seven 
gold medals in the Olympic pool at Munich and now 
Smith has surprised Canada and shocked the Com 
monwealth by winning six gold medals in the Games 
pool, which is named after his late r father. 

Heir to a great family swimming tradition. Smith 
won his fifth and sixth gold medals Wednesday. He 
came from behind in the last 50 metres to win No. 5 in 
the 100-metre breaststroke in a Games record time of 
1:03.81 and he earned No. 6 by helping the 4x100 medley 
relay team to victory in the final swimming event of 
the Games. 


The 20-year-old University of California student 
from Edmonton previously won golds in the 200 
breaststroke, the 200 and 400 individual medleys and 
the 4x100 freestyle relay. 

No other swimmer has ever won five golds at the 
Commonwealth Games although Decima Norman of 
Australia won five in track and field in 1938 in 
Australia. 

Smith’s tally brings to 17 the number of Common¬ 
wealth Games medals won by members of the family 
since 1970. His older brother George won two golds, in¬ 
cluding both medleys, and two silvers in 1970 in Edin¬ 
burgh. The same year sister Susan won a gold, silver 
and bronze. 

Becky won a gold and two silver in Christchurch in 

1974 and has a silver and bronze here.

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Jackson the main reason, Martin says

NEW YORK (AP) - Billy 
Martin said Wednesday con¬ 
troversial slugger Reggie 
Jackson was the main reason 
he resigned as manager of 
New York Yankees and re¬ 
fused to retract his statement 
that Jackson is a “born 
liar.** 

At the same time, Martin 
said he was contacted about 
managing “two or three" 
other teams and said his 
health “is good enough that I 
could manage tomorrow, If I 
wanted to.” 

In a luncheon meeting with 
a group of writers, Martin 
said he didn’t remember say¬ 
ing the infamous line at a 
Chicago airoort that Jackson 
and owner George Steinbren- 
ner “deserve each other. 
One’s a born liar, the other's 
(onvicted.” But he conceded 
he couldn't deny saying it, 
cither. 

He also said he bears "no 
dislike" for Jackson and 
would not object to his being 


a Yankee when Martin re¬ 
turns as manager in 1980. 
Martin's rehiring was an¬ 
nounced during Old Timers’ 
Day ceremonies July 21 in 
one of the most bizarre turn¬ 
arounds in baseball history. 

Martin said his anger at 
Jackson boiled over when the 
outfielder returned from a 
five-day suspension for bun¬ 
ting when ordered to swing 
away and denied that the 
bunts constituted an act of 
defiance. 

Martin seldom mentioned 
Jackson by name, usually re¬ 
ferring to him as “the other 

guy.” 

“I was mad at the other 
guy,” he said. “The club was 
winning and relaxed and he 
comes back and won’t admit 
he made a mistake.” 

Jackson was suspended for 
five days without pay follow¬ 
ing the bunting incident in a 
July 17 game with Kansas 
City. He rejoined the club in 
Chicago on Julv 23 and said 


he hadn't defied Martin in¬ 
tentionally. 

Martin decided to resign 
after the Yankees flew from 
Chicago to Kansas City that 
Sunday evening. 

He resigned on Monday, 
July 24, but called Steinbren- 
ner later that day to apolo¬ 
gize for his airport remarks 
about the owner, but not 
about Jackson. 

“1 just wanted to let him 
(Steinbrenner) know that It 
was a terrible thing to say, 
but I meant what I said about 
the other guy,” Martin said. 

Asked if the Jackson situa¬ 
tion was at the root of his 
resignation. Martin replied: 

“Basically that’s true — 
that and a slip of the tongue, 
saying something I didn’t 
want to say and didn’t think 
would be printed. I didn't 
mean it about George and I 
probably said It in Jest, but I 
did mean it about the other 
guy. There's no question 
about it. Any man who makes 


a mistake and won’t admit it 
is a weak man.” 

Martin also objected to 
Jackson’s comment that the 
manager hadn’t talked with 
him in 1 % years. 

“That's the biggest lie 1 
ever heard," Martin said. 
“Who gave him permission to 
drive his car during spring 
training instead of riding the 
bus like the other players? 
Who gave him permission to 
fly home to Oakland two or 
three times during the season 
instead of travelling with the 
team? And If I sat down with 
him once, I sat down with him 
a hundred times. I talked 
with him on the bench, I 
talked with him when I saw 
he was depressed. I tried 
everything in the world to 
help that young man; now 
he’s got to help himself.” 

Can Martin and Jackson 
ever survive in the same uni¬ 
form? Martin paused before 
answering. 

“Yeah.” he said thought¬ 


fully, “knowing exactly how 
he is . . . yeah. Wherever he 
played he’s always had prob¬ 
lems with the manager. And 
when Reggie got his money 
and first came to the Yan¬ 
kees, I read his comment that 
’George and I see eve-to-eye 
on everything.’ But he forgot 
to mention one guy the 
manager. 

“You can’t come from one 
organization to another and 
expect everything to be the 
same. If Reggie is here in 
1980 he can expect to be 
treated like one of 25 players 
with the same privileges as 
anyone else. And if he abuses 
them, he’ll get his hand 
spanked again. I never 
looked at him as a superstar 
because he never showed me 
he is a superstar. No player 
can dictate policy to the man¬ 
ager. When he does, you don’t 
need a manager.” 

Since his unexpected resig¬ 
nation and equally stunning 
resurrection. Martin has 


been taking it easy. Until the 
1980 season, he will serve as a 
consultant. 

Martin was asked about 
published reports that he has 
a problem with his liver. 

“There’s nothing wrong 
with my health,” he insisted. 
“I have no problem with my 
liver. I had a complete physi¬ 
cal last February — I was in 
a hospital for four days — and 
they told me I was in great 
shape. They told me I had a 
slight spot on my liver but 
they said it wasn't serious 
and It would disappear in 
time. I've Just got to eat regu¬ 
larly and more often than 
when I was managing. My 
health wasn’t a consideration 
at all in my resignation.”

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Salmonid enhancement programs 


Ottawa has big Cowichan plans 


By DEBEK RHIND 

DUNCAN — Three major salmonid enhancement 
projects for the Cowichan River system costing a 
total of $2.65 million have been proposed by federal 
fisheries department. 

One of the projects costing $250,000 is already in 
operation and has been set up with the Cowichan 
Indian Band Involving Netarts Bay incubation boxes 
for chum on the Cowichan River. 

The Indians receive one cent a fry, which totalled 
$90,000 last year. In 1977-78, 1.1 million chum eggs 
were incubated. 

North Cowichan Aid. Graham Bruce, a member 
of the Cowichan Estuary Task Force, said details of 


the project were included in the brief presented to the 
task force by federal fisheries. 

Bruce said this and the other projects proposed 
were all part of a salmonid enhancement program to 
apply proven fish culture technology to increase 
production of Canada's Pacific salmonid resource. 

Two of the proposed projects for the Cowichan 
River costing $2.4 million have a combined total 
production target of 200,000 returning adult chum sal¬ 
mon. 

Development of chum side channels, producing 
150,000 chum, is being considered at sites approxi¬ 
mately two miles above the Island Highway. 

Phase 1 plans for these projects include construc¬ 
tion in 1979-80 of channels expected to produce 50,000 
returns. 


Phase 2 construction is expected to occur 
1984-85 and result in 100,000 chum returns.

Lot grows in value

NANAIMO — A small resi¬ 
dential lot. which was valued 
at about $12,000, has suddenly 
become worth almost a quar¬ 
ter of a million dollars in the 
eyes of its owner, because of 
Nanaimo Region Board ac¬ 
tions. 

The lot, which the region 
first tried to purchase and is 
0Ow expropriating, is re¬ 
quired for the access to the 
JKgion’s new wastewater 
treatment plant near French 
Creek. 

•. When the region tried to 
buy the small, tringular- 
sfcaped lot from its owner. 
FTHIs of Columbia develop¬ 
ment, it was assessed at 
about $12,000. 

The region authorized Its 
fcegotiators to go as high as 
$20,000 to purchase the lot. 

When the issue went to ar¬ 
bitration, the region's law¬ 
yer. Bruce Emerson, in¬ 
formed the board that the 
owner claimed $244,363 for 
the piece of property. 


The arbitration board re¬ 
jected the claim that the re¬ 
gion should pay the owner 
that much because the treat¬ 
ment plant had reduced the 
value of other lots in the Hills 
of Columbia development. 

The arbitration board’s 
hearings have been recessed 
while the owner's lawyers 
consider their next move. 

Elsewhere, the provincial 
municipal affairs ministry Is 
studying the idea that French 
Creek be Incorporated. 

Assistant Deputy Minister 
Chris Woodward, in a letter 
to the regional board, said 
that the region’s suggestion 
that the idea be studied is 
being considered 

Woodward said that once a 
decision has been made on 
the suggestion, the board 
would be notified 

The board asked for the 
opinion of the municipal af¬ 
fairs ministry on the topic in 
response to requests from 
French Creek groups, which 
are searching for a way to 
maintain their area between 
the town of Parksvtlle and the 
village of Qualicum Beach. 


On another topic, are side 
yards old-fashioned? 

The region's board of vari¬ 
ance suspects they might be. 

The board wrote to the re¬ 
gional district to suggest that 
the setback requirements of 
side, front and rear yards be 
changed. 

Present rules about set¬ 
backs do not recognize topo¬ 
graphical features such as 
rock outcroppings, concern 
for garden plots, siting of a 
well and septic tank, solar 
heat gain and other vari¬ 
ables. the board of variance 
told its parent body. 

The board added that 
building regulations provide 
better fire protection today, 
and that the setback require¬ 
ments were partially de¬ 
signed for that reason 

The region’s planning com¬ 
mittee will consider the topic 
before it is referred to the 
board for a decision. 

Meanwhile, a recycling 
project in the Nanaimo area 
will get the blessing of the 
Nanaimo Regional District 
and $500 in a diversion credit, 
if the project receives other 
government grants. 


Noise by residents 
brings more quiet 


NANAIMO — One set of 
gravel trucks has been par¬ 
tially quietened as residents 
of Andre Road continue their 
battle against what they say 
threatens to become an In¬ 
dustrialization of th?lr rural 
area. 

The Nanaimo Region 
Board this week agreed to 
attach working conditions to 
the soil removal permit 
whfch it will issue for the 
operation of the John Lussier 
gravel pit. 

Residents of the road, 
which is off Jinglepott and 
just outside Nanaimo city 
limits, have appeared before 
the regional board in recent 
months to protest three grav¬ 
el operations and a sawmill. 

Lussier’s permit will spec¬ 
ify that the trucks can only 
move along Andre Road be¬ 
tween 6:30 a m. and 5:30 p.m. 
Monday through Friday. 

Statutory holidays will also 
b$ excluded from the working 
d$>s 

Doug Miller, speaking for 
t|9e Andre Road residents, 
sfld that they would welcome 
the restrictions on hauling 
fours. 

He said that the residents 
were particularly upset about 
the noisy trucks along that 
road which operated after 5 
p.m. and on weekends. 

A number of conditions will 
be attached to the Lussier 
permit. 

Conditions set by the B.C. 
Land Commission require 
that the gravel removal be 
completed in one year, and 
that the land be restored to 
agricultural capabilities, 
with topsoil replaced and a 
forage plant established. 

The reclamation work 
must be done by the end of 
1979. 

Lussier must also post a 
$25,000 bond to ensure that 
the work is done. 

The region considered 
some four separate amend 
menCs and one amendment to 
the amendment, before a ma¬ 
jority of directors agreed 
that Lussier’s permit be ap¬ 
proved. 

Attempts by the director of 
the East Wellington-Pleasant 
Valley Lantzvilie area, Norm 
Hobson, to impose more 


stringent restrictions were 
defeated. 

Hobson wanted the board to 
raise Lussier’s bond to $50,- 
000 and not to issue the per¬ 
mit until the highways de 
partment lowered the speed 
limit on Andre Road from 50 
to 40 kilometres an hour. 

It was also suggested that 
the operating hours be limit¬ 
ed to an 8 a.m. starting time 
instead of 6:30 a.m. 

All of those amendments 
failed. 

Nanaimo lawyer W.G. Cur¬ 
rie, appearing for Lussier, 
argued that the board had no 
power to attach conditions 
such as working hours to the 
permit. 

Lussier, he said, “has his 
whole worldly wealth in¬ 
volved in this project." 


It was estimated that the 
120,000 yards of gravel to be 
removed from the property 
will require 12,000 truckloads 
to be hauled over the next 
year. 

Andre Road residents also 
said they were concerned 
about the safety of school 
children using the road. 

The board agreed to ask the 
highways department to 
lower the speed limit. 

Miller said that the resi¬ 
dents were not upset specifi¬ 
cally with Lussier, but with 
the cumulative effect of three 
gravel pits and one sawmill 
on the road. 

They have also complained 
about the Landmark Hold¬ 
ings mill, which is operating 
on agricultural reserve land, 
and the Valley Paving gravel 
pit. 


Courtenay area 

Prison, proposal 
may stir outcry 

COURTENAY — A decision of the Comox 
Strathcona Regional District Economic Develop¬ 
ment Commission, which seeks to have this area 
considered for a medium-security prison, may 
cause some problems. 

Some years ago a similar proposal was discus¬ 
sed briefly but received loud protests from resi¬ 
dents of areas which were suggested as a possible 
site, including Royston, south of Courtenay. 

A meeting between members of the EDC and 
representatives from the provincial attorney-gen¬ 
eral's office is scheduled for mid-August. 

EDC chairman William Moncrief said such a 
facility would create jobs for this area. 

He added he was aware of the feelings which 
some people have, but he nevertheless felt that the 
facility could be built in an area such as the old 
townsite of Bevan. w 

For some years Bevan has been the site of a 
group living home for about 75 mentally handi¬ 
capped adults. The home is to be phased out in 
favor of smaller homes. It is located about six miles 
from both Cumberland and Courtenay In a heavily 
wooded area. 

Identification of possible sites for the prison 
was expected to begin immediately. * 


The board has voted to re¬ 
verse an earlier decision not 
to fund the SPEC-sponsored 
project. 

Chairman of the public 
works committee Alex 
Yiroetko said the group would 
not get the money until it 
receives federal government 
grants and the project gets 
off the ground. 


It is expected that production from these facilities 
will significantly contribute to the commercial net 
and native Indian food fisheries. Estimated cost for 
this project is $1.5 million. 

Chum Incubation boxes proposed for construction y 
in 1981-82 at a cost of $900,000 have a production target^ 
of 50,000 returning adults, further contributing to the 
commercial net and native food fisheries. 

Bruce said these proposals were all part of Phase 
1 of federal fisheries $150 million, five-year program 
for Pacific Coast salmonid enhancement. 

The general objective of Phase 1 is to produce an 
increase in catches of about 50 million pounds per 
year. 

Phase 2, extending beyond five years, will have 
variable annual salmon production targets w ith costs 
estimated to range between $30 and $60 million per 
year until the final production is attained. 

This target is more than double the 1977 annual 
production of 145 million pounds. 

A third major project undergoing a feasibility 
study and considered for completion during Phase 1, 
is the construction of a satellite facility with a 
production target of 12,000 adult chinook. 

Upon completion of the study in 1979, the facility 
is scheduled for construction in the Cowichan Rher 
system by 1980 and in operation in 1981. 


It is anticipated that the majority of the produc¬ 
tion from this facilities will provide contributions to 
the saltwater, sport, the commercial troll and the 
Indian food fisheries. 

Bruce said: "The Cowichan River has the largest 
coho run, largest chinook run and one of the largest 
chum runs. These combined runs make the Cowichan 
the river with the largest fish run on Vancouver 
Island." 

Bruce said public participation has been indenti- 
fied as a significant aspect of the present salmon 
enhancement program. 

Specific objectives of Phase 1 of the plan include 
promoting public awareness of concerns for and 
commitment to the protection of productive streams 
and estuaries, providing the public with factual infor¬ 
mation on the goals, methods, costs and benefits of 
the program. 

He said local initiative in this regard has already 
been undertaken by the Salomid Enhancement Com¬ 
mittee of the Cowichan Fish and Game Association. 

A Feb. 9CFGA committee report provided details 
of nine projects and activities undertaken betweeen 
Feb. 15 and Oct. 1, 1977. 

These projects included coho fry feeding at Ro¬ 
tary Creek with 10 schools participating. A logjam 
removal, fishway construction at Bear Creek, diver¬ 
sion of Avrtll Creek and assessment of Bings and Holt 
creeks and Koksilah River for possible falls removal, 
were also included.

TWELVE months ago 
she was delivered to the 
Oak Bay Beach Hotel 
more dead than alive. 

She was almost a goner 
last year when Campbell 
River resident Bill Davis 
found her languishing in 
Menzies Bay from a gun¬ 
shot wound and propeller 
gashes. 

Davis kept her aUve. 
He talked to her and fed 
her fish from the side of 
his boat. 

Then, Sealand owner 
Bob Wright of Victoria 
was given permission by 
the federal fisheries de¬ 
partment to take her to 
Victoria for veterinary 
care. 

ON THE early morning 
of August 11 1977. the 
motherless infant whale 
was delivered to the Oak 
Bay Beach Hotel’s salt¬ 
water pool in a specially- 
built van. She weighed 
about 700 pounds, 300 
pounds underweight. 

Everybody agreed it 
would be a miracle if she 
lived. 

Now. after 12 months, 
the gunshot wound has 
healed. It’s now a barely 
detectable X % inch white 
mark. Sealand manager 
Angus Matthews said 
Tuesday. 

HER PROBLEMS with 
digesting food are no 
more. She eats about 35 
pounds of fish and 116 vi¬ 
tamin tablets daily. 

The propeller gashes 
are now scars. Faint 
white marks are all that 
are left from parasites 
that burrowed pinholes 
into her skin. 

HER LEFT eye still 
has a gray scar in the 
middle, from an unknown 
injury. She will probably 
have this scar for the rest 
of her life — killer whales 
are said to live from 40 to 
50 years — as a reminder 
of man's cruel side. 

Bill Davis visits her re¬ 
gularly. So does flautist 
Paul Horn. And thou¬ 
sands of people who know 
a happy story, and a star, 
when they see one 

Matthews said Tues¬ 
day. “Miracle is a shining 
example of the terrible 
things we can do to our 
environment, but also of 


the good consciousness 
and awareness that is 
happening now with peo¬ 
ple.*’ 

MATTHEWS said 
much credit goes to Sea 
land workers and veteri¬ 
narians for saving her. 

And a lot of credit goes 
to Miracle herself. 

“I've never seen an an¬ 
imal with the desire to 


live and the apparent joy 
of life that this animal 
has. 

“I never would've be¬ 
lieved it until I worked 
w ith her. There are a lot 
of corny things people say 
about how emotional ani¬ 
mals are. Sometimes you 
tend to take it for granted 
— but she is very spe¬ 
cial." 


MATTHEWS said he 
doesn't worry about 
swimming with Miracle 
at her Sealand home. And 
not Just because “killer” 
whale is a misnomer. 

“She knows we’re real 
klut/es and can t stay 
under water for 5 minutes 
like she can,” he said. 

In February Miracle 
made a history-making

helicopter ride from the 
Oak Bay Beach Hotel’s 
pool to her new home 
at Sealand. 

HA1DA. the male killer 
whale, her neighbor at 
Sealand, is teaching 
Miracle how to talk. 
Matthews said. Miracle 
was deprived of the op¬ 
portunity to learn be¬ 
cause she lost her moth¬ 
er, but she’s learning 
fast. 

The older w hale makes 
syncopated clicking 
sounds which the 20- 
month-old Miracle tries 
to repeat. Sometimes she 
doesn’t get it right, and 
she sounds like an egg- 
beater. Matthews said. 

Miracle has a small 
show at Sealand. which is 
also good therapy for her 
and improves her co-ordi¬ 
nation, he said. 

BELLYFLOPS are 
good for her skin, and re¬ 
trieving or slapping her 
tail at a ball improves her 
dexterity, something her 
mother would’ve taught 
her. had her mother 
lived. 

Miracle seems to enjoy 
being the centre of atten¬ 
tion. At night, she will 
squeal if she discovers 
that one of her watchers 
has left. 

She also has taken an 
obvious relish in spitting 
at people, he said. 

“She’s a very timid ani¬ 
mal. Little things scare 
her. She’s afraid of sea¬ 
gulls and cut fish. There 
are lots of goodies in 
squid, but she ll take off 
for the other end of the 
pool if she see’s one. She’s 
more of a timid baby 
than the name ‘killer 
whale’ would suggest,” 
Matthews said. 

THANKS to Miracle, 
and the people who cared 
for her, some advances 
have been made in our 
understanding of killer 
whales, highly intelligent 
mammals. 

The U.S. marine fi¬ 
sheries service, awarded 
a contract for research¬ 
ing the vocalizing of killer 
whales, has recorded the 
conversations of Haida 
and Miracle. 

On Friday. Miracle will 
have her quarterly medi¬ 
cal exam, which all ani¬ 
mals at Sealand receive. 
No special party is 
planned for her. Just 
plenty of affection from 
the people who pulled for 
her during her long dark 
night. 

BUT MOST of all. on 
Friday, she will be alive.

'jp-eat warmth who was shv in 
ftjiublic, Victoria’s Bishop 
^$emi D« Hoo, who met the

£* Pope Paul died Sunday at 
Sbe papal summer residence 
♦ip Castel Gandolfo. He was 
the 262nd successor to St 
JJeter.

p m. Tuesday, and was inter* 
v iewed before the service. 

De Uoo said It was not 
widely understood that Paul 
was a very warm man. The 
news media generally missed 
that side of the pontiff's per¬ 
sonality, he said. 

The bishop recalled one 
time when he was to intro¬ 
duce a priest and layman to 
Paul. 

He explained to the pope 
that the priest had been a 


missionary for 20 years, and 
that the layman's wife was 
dying of cancer. 

When Paul met the two 
men, they were stunned be¬ 
cause he commented about 
them personally. 

Pope Paul sympathized 
with the layman, and said he 
would pray for his wife. 

Weeks later, the bishop 
said, both men would still be 
choked up when they rem- 
bered the warmth Paul 
showed them.

Paul was also a man of 
"fantastic Intellectual disci¬ 
pline" who was perhaps not 
as charismatic as his jovial 
predecessor, John XXIII. 

Yet Paul carried on to frui¬ 
tion the work that John start¬ 
ed, De Roo said, and guided 
the Second Vatican Council 
to a successful conclusion, 
implelementlng many 
recommendations. 

"Paul was recognized in¬ 
ternationally as a world lead 
er who made a significant 
contribution to the cause of 
peace." 

The bishop said Paul made 
history in 1969 by addressing 


the United Nations, where he 
said, “No more war, war 
never again." 

In the 15 years he was 
pope, Paul travelled all over 
the world and called on 
churches to be In the fore¬ 
front of social Justice, De Roo 
said. 

His travels were remark¬ 
able "when you consider the 
previous history of popes who 
pretty much stayed In the 
Vatican."

Island fire 

stubborn,

High temperatures, low humidity, and strong winds 
continued to give B.C. firefighters trouble Wednesday 
as they continued their battle against the elements in 
the most expensive fire-protection year on record. 


The weather and fire haz¬ 
ard has idled about 10,000 
forest workers, while another 
2.300 are fighting the blazes, 
with the cost of the effort 
approaching an estimated $9 
million. 

Three air tankers, a heli¬ 
copter and about to men were 
battling late Wednesday to 
contain a stubborn and fast- 
Npreading forest fire some 13 
kilometres north of Jordan 
River. 

A forest service spokes¬ 
man said the blaze was only 
about a half acre In size when 
discovered Tueday but had 
spread through about 12 
acres by Wednesday night. 
Fanned by winds, it was 
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burning along a ridge of vir¬ 
gin timber about half a mile 
west of the Diversion Reser¬ 
voir. 

By sundown clouds of 
smoke were drifting over the 
Malahat, a development that 
brought numerous phone 
calls to police within Greater 
Victoria. 

The forest service believes 
the fire was started by light¬ 
ning last week but that it 
took some time to develop. It 
was the major blaze Wednes¬ 
day on the southern part of 
Vancouver Island, although 
forest rangers say there have 
been as many as 56 since the 
woods became tinder dry in 
the prolonged hot spell. 

A forest service spokesman 
said there was no immediate 
thought of closing Island 
forests to the public, although 
travellers were being advised 
to stay out of the heavy 
growth. 

Where parks are con 
cerned, there have been par¬ 
tial and complete closures. 
The spokesman said it was 
interesting to note there had 
been no new fires in East 
Sooke Park since it was 
closed to the public several 
days ago. 

The holiday weekend alone 
resulted in 527 new fires re¬ 
ported. although most were 
extinguished quickly. 

Most regions of B.C. have 
received less rainfall this 
year than experienced during 
some of B.C.’s worst fire 
years, in 1958. 1961 and 1971. 
the forest ministry said. Dur¬ 
ing those years the January - 
July precipitation totals for 
major Interior centres 
amounted to 2,400 mm. in 
1961, 2.300 in 1971, and 2.000 in 
1958. This year, the total is 
less than 1,800 mm. 

The Kamloops district, 
with 180 fires burning Tues¬ 
day, has been one of the har¬ 
dest hit areas in B.C., with no 
rain since July 16, although 
none of the fires threatened 
populated areas. More light 
ning storms are forecast for 
the distric t 

"We’ve just about reached 
the limits in that area. Every¬ 
one is already working flat 
out on the fires that started 
on the weekend.” Russ 
Campbell of the forest pn> 
tection division, said Wednes¬ 
day. 

The 597 fires still burning 
Tuesday indicate that "we’re 
hanging on." Campbell said. 
The total the previous day 
was 602, and the day before 
that 714. About 50 new fires 
had been spotted on Wednes¬ 
day. Campbell said, but more 
had been put out. 

Rainfall on the north coast 
had significantly aided fire¬ 
fighting efforts there, Camp¬ 
bell said. A 7.000-acre blaze in 
the Kitimat area was 
thoroughly doused by more 
than 70 millimetres of rain on

U.S. balloonists 
to try Atlantic 


PRESQUE ISLE. Me. (AP) 
— With Hurricane Cora pro¬ 
viding the push, three New 
Mexicans hope to begin the 
first successful transatlantic 
balloon voyage Friday 
Ben Abruzzo, Maxie An¬ 
derson and Larry Newman— 
calling their balloon the Dou¬ 
ble Eagle Two—went into 
their 72 hour, pre-launch 
alert Wednesday. 

A Friday launch looked 
possible because Hurricane 
Cora was forcing weather 
patterns north, which is the 
direction the balloonists want 
to take. Abruzzo said. 

Abruzzo and Anderson at¬ 
tempted the crossing in Dou¬ 
ble Eagle One last year, 
which lifted off from Marsh 
field. Mass., and came down 
ahead of schedule, just off the 
coast of Iceland. 

Their balloon is 60 per cent 
larger this year and Abruzzo 
says he feels "10 times more 
confident." 


Last year their balloon 
passed over Presque Isle, so 
this year they plan to skip the 
Marshfield to Presque Isle 
leg and leave from near the 
Canadian border. 

Rising to 4.000 feet the first 
night, the balloonists then 
plan to go up to about 12.000 
led the next day. Wearing 
oxygen masks once they go 
above 13.000 feet, they may 
go as high as 20,000 feet. 

Their planned route takes 
them over Newfoundland, 
which was the launch site for 
two British balloonists who 
came within 185 kilometres of 
the Krem h COM4 two w«-ck* 
ago. 

Newman. 31. has said he 
will have a specially-de¬ 
signed hang glider suspended 
beneath the balloon's gondola 
and will glide dow n once they 
reach land, about 5,120 kilo¬ 
metres (3.200 miles) from the 
launch site.

The larger support for the 
NDP likely would not be 
translated into more seats 
because the increase is 
spread thinly throughout the 
country. 

Conservative Leader Joe 
Clark, during a visit to Kit¬ 
chener. Ont.. said he hopes 
the poll will encourage the 
Liberals to call an election. 

Senator Graham said tlu* 
Liberals are ready for an 
election at any time but must 
await the nod of Prime Min 
ister Trudeau. 

Trudeau said last week he 
has no plans to call an elec 
tion "at this jime."

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Esquimalt says no to library leasing 


Plans to relocate the cen¬ 
tral Victoria library in a new 
building received a serious 
setback Wednesday night 
when Esquimau council re¬ 
jected the propose). 

The proposed move from 
the present location at Blan- 
shard and Yates to a new 
B.C. Buildings Corporation 
location on Broughton would 
have expanded the library 
from 36.060 to 50,000 square 
feet. 

But a preference for a li¬ 
brary of their own, and the 
effect of the proposal on tax¬ 
payers, led Esquimalt alder 
man, including Greater Vic¬ 
toria Library board member 


Larry Mann, to defeat the 
proposal 4-3. 

The vote virtually kills the 
present proposal to move the 
library, although that has 
happened before. Recreation 
and Conservation Minister 
Sam Bawlf made a tentative 
offer of $400,000 from the re¬ 
creational facilities fund two 
weeks ago to sweeten the pot 
for the four core municipali¬ 
ties, which must all agree to 
the move, when it appeared it 
was in danger. 

As outlined by library 
board chairman Gordon Hut¬ 
cheson, the proposal would 
not only increase total floor 
space by 40 per cent, but by 
using it more efficiently, pub¬ 


lic space would be increased 
97 per cent, and public seat¬ 
ing by 215 per cent. 

Rent on the building would 
be $412,500 a year, or $8.25 a 
square foot. Hutcheson said. 
Current new office space in 
the downtown area is being 
leased for $14 a square foot, 
he noted. 

The lease would be guaran¬ 
teed at that rate for 10 years, 
with a provision for arbitra 
tion if the library and BCBC 
could not agree on an equit¬ 
able rate after that period, 
Hutcheson said. 

He produced other figures 
showing that per capita li¬ 
brary use in Victoria is the 
highest among cities of com¬ 


parable size in Canada, while 
per capita costs are the sec¬ 
ond lowest. 

But aldermen remained 
adamant that owning their 
own building was preferable 
to leasing, and expressed 
concern about the effect the 
move would have on Esqui¬ 
malt. Figures produced by 
the library board Indicated 
that the additional per capita 
cost to Esquimalt in 1979 
would be $2.39 higher if the 
library were to move. 

Aid. Barry Gilbert noted 
that the boost would be just 
one of several facing Es¬ 
quimalt taxpayers. A new 
public safety building for the 
municipality. Increased cost 


of public transit with the for¬ 
mation of the Urban Tran¬ 
sit Authority, the cost of the 
new hospital, and the phasing 
in of further property tax in¬ 
creases were almost certain 
to raise taxes in the future. 

Mann said he had support¬ 
ed the proposal in principle 
last year with the provision 
that the provincial goverti- 
ment would pay a grant of $12 
a square foot on the property. 
That has not/materialized, 
and Bawlf’s $400,000 is not 
enough to compensate, Mann 
safci. 

* He suggested that leasing 
the space now would in prac¬ 
tice commit the library to 
permanent tenancy of the 


building, and said the library 
board should take advantage 
of library construction funds 
available through the federal 
government. 

Mayor Art Young made a 
last-ditch effort to sway some 
votes by noting that the ac¬ 
tual additional cost to Esqui¬ 
mau taxpayers, after the fed- 
eral government’s 
contribution to the tax base 
had been considered, would 
be in the order of only $12,000 
a year. 

Oak Bay and Saanich, 
where taxes are higher, have 
both supported the proposal, 
which he called “the last op¬ 
portunity we have of getting a 
new central library.” 


“You can’t have a good 
branch library (in Esqui¬ 
malt) unless you have a good 
central library,” he added. 

Hutcheson said after the 
meeting that he was disap¬ 
pointed with the result, and 
particularly that a member 
of the library board had voted 
against the proposal, which 
w as actually less costly than 
the proposal which Esqui¬ 
mau had approved in princi¬ 
ple last year by a vote of 6-1.

Open bidding.- 
supporters 1 
win debate

The Capital Region Board's 
dfcecutive committee was 
.stymied Wednesday in an en¬ 
deavor to let a $690,000 con¬ 
tract to Wheaton Construc¬ 
tion Ltd. without going to 
.tender. 

The idea was to enter into a 
client-architect agreement 
and construction contract for 
renovations to the region gov¬ 
ernment's existing premises 
and to a newly-acquired 
building at 534 Yates. 

* Hie board agreed to a $69.- 
066 contract with architects 
Siddall Dennis Warner. 

Executive director Dennis 
Young said the proposed 
agreement with the contrac¬ 
tor would result in savings, 
partly because the firm had 
examined the building and 
had been able to give an esti¬ 
mate for renovations without 
building in a cushion to guard 
against hidden costs. In addi¬ 
tion. the region would be able 
to start work immediately, 
whereas if tenders were 
called it would mean about a 
two-month delay. In the 
meantime, the region was 
paying some $4,609 a month 
in rent to accommodate staff 
due to move into the new 
building, and there would be 
higher interest costs if the 
board missed a Municipal Fi¬ 
nance Authority bond issue 
this fall and had to go to the 
baak for interim financing. 

Victoria Aid. William Tin¬ 
dall said he had been over the 
building with the architects 
and had not been convinced 
that concern over possible 
hidden costs was justified. 
He felt normal procedures 
should be followed. 

; Sooke representative 
Charles Perkins disagreed. 

It was far better, he said, to 
have a contractor who had 
been pre-selected and had 
specific knowledge of the 
project which enabled him to 
reach a figure for the work at 
perhaps a more favorable fig¬ 
ure than one which an out¬ 
side contractor might reach 
j he had to allow for every 
ftsible contingency. 

Victoria Aid. John Hayes, 
an alternate director on the 
board, said be was a little 


worried that the region would 
be moving into new buildings 
at a time when a provincial 
government study group was 
about to report on the entire 
status of regional districts. “I 
think it Is premature to go 
ahead with an extensive 
project of this nature while 
the fate of regional districts 
is undecided.” 

He pointed out that the 
project will give the region 
about 9.000 square feet of 
space for a total cost, in¬ 
cluding the purchase price of 
the building, of about $900, 
000. 

Young said the price in¬ 
cluded renovations to other 
buildings beside the new 
one. 

Board chairman James 
Campbell said the decisions 
to buy the building and do 
renov ations had already been 
made and the only question 
still to be considered was the 
route to be taken in letting the 
contract. 

Saanich Aid. John Mika 
said that while it was pos¬ 
sible the proposed contract 
was a slightly cheaper way of 
proceeding it did not take into 
consideration the cost of loss 
of public confidence. 

“The board is under attack 
from vested interests in the 
political arena,” he said. 

“Then there is the unfortu¬ 
nate situation at Clover Point 
which has shaken public con¬ 
fidence.” 

Mika said that if the board 
were to decide to depart from 
tradition by not calling for 
tenders in order to save a 
few dollars the co6t had to be 
considered in terms of public 
confidence. 

“That is an additional cost 
that has to he considered and 
that makes this too expensive 
for me to support.” 

Campbell said the board 
had not objected when con¬ 
tracts were let without tender 
for the Sooke and Panorama 
recreation centres, and the 
new Saanich firehall is also 
being built without a call for 
tenders. 

He felt the method pro¬ 
posed would be the most ef¬ 
fective and efficient. 

Sidney Aid. Jerry Tregas- 
kis pointed out that Wheaton 
already has his particular 
knowledge of the project and 
if it went to tender he could 
still pass along that knowl¬ 
edge in his bid. The figure he 
was proposing was public 
know ledge that other bidders 
would have.

Saanich buys back 
property it traded 


Saanich council has agreed 
to pay $61,000 to re acquire 
three lots it traded last year 
with a developer. 

The decision was taken at 
an in-camera session after 
Tuesday's council meeting 
and the announcement was 
made Wednesday by Mayor 
Mei Couvelier. 

The property, at Douglas 
and Cameo, was to have been 
developed residentially but 
plans were stalled because of 
indecision on a highways 
ministry’ proposal for a major 


trattic artery between Pat 
cia Bay Highway and north 
Quadra. 

One of the developers, 
Wedgewood Enterprises, ac¬ 
quired title to the property 
through a land swap with the 
municipality. In return Saan¬ 
ich obtained land for a park 
at Christmas Hill. 

Because of the delay in 
reaching a decision- on the 
road link, Saanich has been 
unable to approve or deny the 
company's application for 
building permits. 


Spokesmen for Douglas 
Hawkes Ltd., 990 Blanshard 
Street and Chew Excavating, 
which Jyive financial inter¬ 
ests in Wedgewood, asked 
council last week to either 
give immediate permission 
to develop the lots or buy 
back the land “at our cost.” 

Chew Excavating is par¬ 
ticularly concerned about 
protecting its $500,000 invest¬ 
ment in the Woodhall subdi¬ 
vision of which the Cameo 
trade arrangement is a part. 


The Victoria Symphony So¬ 
ciety will get an additional 
$10,000 grant from the Capi¬ 
tal Region Board to help off¬ 
set an estimated $107,000 defi¬ 
cit. 

The money will be in addi¬ 
tion to a $53,000 grant made 
earlier this year. 

The money will come from 
a one-tenth of a mill levy 
throughout the region, which 
board members can give to 
special causes. 

Earlier during the Wednes¬ 
day meeting, board members 
had been told they had failed 
in their bid to take over from 
the inter-municipal commit¬ 
tee the right to give grants, 
after five municipalities had 
refused to agree to proposed 
letters patent. 

Esquimalt Mayor Art 
Young said be had been going 
to vote against the special 
grant on general principles, 
but he felt the refusal to 
give the region authority over 
grant-giving made it im¬ 
moral for more money to 
be given away. 

The symphony, he said, 
had been given $25,000 in 1976 
by the inter-municipal com¬ 
mittee, but last year had 
approached the region for a 
grant and got $50,000. That 
amount was increased by six 
per cent this year. 

The symphony then went to 
the four core municipalities 
for even more money, which 
was refused, and then had 
come back to the region. 

Saanich Aid. John Mika, in 
a long speech In defence of 
the symphony, said it was 
important to support it at 
this particular time. 

He said efforts were being 
made to expand Victoria’s 
economic base by building a 
convention and cultural arts 
centre. 

The symphony had been 
remarkably successful in 
achiev ing a status far beyond 
that expected in a city of this 
size and had helped bring 
about a flowering of other 
cultural activities, thus mak¬ 
ing it possible to bring a new 
economic stimulus to the 
community. 

The symphony, he acknow¬ 
ledged, has a deficit, but was 
making efforts to retrench 
and become more market¬ 
conscious and to obtain more 
revenue from other sources. 

The $10,000 would be in the 
nature of a gesture for this 
year only. 

“But we are thinking in 
terms of trying to cash in on 
it, and this is tee wrong time 


to see the goose go while we 
are trying to figure out how 
many golden eggs it will 
lay.’’ 

Board chairman James 
Campbell said he was pre¬ 
pared to recognize some re¬ 
sponsibility to the symphony 
this time only in spite of the 
municipal vote against put¬ 
ting the region into the grant- 
distribution business. “Then 
I am inclined to say that will 
be the end of it. There will be 
no more consideration of 
grants by the regional board 
for any other purpose unless 


our support is actively sought 
by the core municipalities.” 

Young said he could not see 
why the symphony should be 
put in a special category and 
given a grant. 

The decision to give the 
money was followed by a 
strong recommendation that 
the symphony should have an 
independent appraisal made 
of its present operation. 

Victoria Aid. William Tin¬ 
dall said he thought the pro¬ 
vincial government would 
put up the $5,000 to $7,000 for 
such an appraisal. 


Powers multiply 
under Mika plan 

Undeterred by the refusal of five municipalities to 
allow the Capital Region District to extend its powers 
to include grant distribution, the executive committee 
is going to study a suggestion that it take over the 
Greater Victoria Water Board, the library, grants, and 
possibly other functions. 

The Idea was referred to the committee Wednes¬ 
day after Saanich Aid. John Mika had said one reason 
for the defeat of the grant proposition was that only the 
one proposal was examined. 

“I think that along with grants there are two other 
functions In some considerable disarray in this region 
and perhaps a package approach might be considered 
by the executive committee.” Mika said. 

The water board, he said was owned by a minority 
of water users and this caused a great deal of difficulty 
in some parts of the region. 

“In the library situation we are getting into the 
worst of jackpots,” he said. 

His proposal that the executive committee consid¬ 
er the feasibility of asking for a letters package for 
several functions was endorsed by the board.

Academy long condemned but still in use today

The old St. Ann's Academy building on Humboldt Street 
was condemned as a fire hazard in 1970 and remains “one of 
the biggest headaches” for Victoria Fire Chief Eric Sim¬ 
mons. 

“I got my first grey hairs from St. Ann’s when it was 
still a school for girls,” Simmons said Wednesday. “You 
may not believe me, but I used to lie awake at night 
worrying about it.” 

PROVINCIAL FIRE marshal Henry Jenns, based in 
Vancouver, may not have the same nightmares as Simmons 
but he says he agrees that the historic building is a threat to 
whoever works in it. 

“When Fire Chief Simmons wrote a letter stating that 
the building should not be occupied, I agreed with his recom¬ 
mendation. I still agree,” Jenns said in an interview. 

Simmons had his first qualms about St. Ann's in the late 


1960s and objected to continued use when the provincial gov¬ 
ernment took the build ing over in 1972. 

SHORTLY AFTER the takeover, government depart 
ments moved in to the old girls’ school. The education 
ministry was the main occupant 

“1 wrote to the people in public works at the time saying 
that we could not go along with their proposed occupancy 
use,” Simmons said. “They told me they were sorry* but they 
needed the space. That's the way it is. Ail we can do is tell 
them the place is a fire hazard, but we can’t make them 
conform.” 

Jenns reluctantly subscribes to that view. 

“All I can do is support the fire chief and tell the 
government the present use of the building is hazardous, ” he 
said. “They listen to me. But they don't have to do anything 
else.” _ 

JOHN PITCHER, president of the B.C. Buildings Cor¬ 
poration and now the “owners and operators” of tee acade¬ 
my, agrees with both fire prevention officials. 

“We are well aware of the problems,” Pitcher said 
Wednesday. “The main tenant there now is the ministry of 
education and we are trying, in co-operation with ministry 
officials, to find alternate accommodation for them. But 


that isn’t easy because there isn't a building in Victoria big 
enough to satisfy their needs.” 

WHAT WILL HAPPEN to St. Ann's Academy if and 
when education is found a new home? 

“That's a difficult question,” Pitcher said. “It would 
probably fail into the heritage class but just what it could be 
used for, I don't know. I do know that it would cost far more 
money to bring the building up to acceptable building code 
and safety standards than it would to build a new building. 

“To bring the present building up to existing code stan¬ 
dards would be prohibitive.’’ 

When asked if that means St. Ann's Academy would 
v anish once education moves out. Pitcher said he couldn’t 
answer that question. 

“There may be a possible use for the building in a 
culturally-oriented context,” Pitcher said. “But the minis¬ 
ter of recreation and conservation could probably say more 
about that than I can.” 

THE MINISTER, Sam Bawlf. is on vacation, but before 
he left Victoria over the weekend he said he had "some Ideas 
on St. Ann's Academy .. .but I need a lot of help.” He 
declined further comment until the autumn. 


Pitcher would only say that it might be possible to bring 
a section of the oid building up to building code standards 
while leaving the bulk of the oid Catholic school as Just a 
heritage building. 

“But I’m only guessing at that,” he said. “It could be a 
possibility.” 

When it was suggested that the building might be 
adapted to become a new regional district library, Pitcher 
said he didn't think the floors would have the “strength to 
carry the books.” 

FIRE CHIEF Simmons was blunter. He said he 
wouldn’t object to the books being in the old academy, “but 
1’U never agree to it being people-oriented in its present 
condition. The building is not safe.” 

Simmons said he knew his stand On oid buildings was not 
popular, “but I have the safety of the city and the citizens as 
my chief responsibility. 

“Saving old buildings for historic and cultural purposes 
is fine. But those buildings should never become a danger to 
life, limb and other property,” he added. 

“And as she stand* today, St. Ann’s Academy Is (a 
danger). I put that In writing some years ago and I haven't 
changed my mind."
